The  closest  working  arrangements  exist  with  the  Hospital  Service  at  many  levels. 

The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  lectures  in  the  Nurses  Training  School. 

Health  Visitors  perform  active  liaison  work  with  the  Hospital  in  relation  to  Tuberculosis, 
Paediatrics,  Diabetes,  Geriatrics,  Mental  Health  and  the  Welfare  of  the  Physically  Handicapped, 
with  the  Social  Services  Department  of  the  Dorset  County  Council,  with  the  Housing  Department 
of  the  Poole  Borough  Council  and  with  the  many  voluntary  welfare  organisations  operating 
in  the  area.

Between  the  romantic  New  Forest  and  the  famous  Hardy  Country  lies  the  County  of  the  Town 
of  Poole,  set  like  a  jewel  on  its  magnificent  harbour  which  has  earned  for  itself  the  title  of  the 
"Lakeland  of  Dorset".  Encircled  by  colourful  heaths  and  pinewoods  and  with  that  glorious 
stretch  of  golden  sands  along  the  centre  of  Poole  Bay. 

Few  coastal  towns  can  claim  to  possess  so  much  unspoiled  natural  scenery  within  their 
boundaries.  Sheltered  on  the  North  and  East  by  its  wooded  hills  and  bounded  by  the  course 
of  the  river  Stour,  the  modern  borough  is  the  largest  town  in  Dorset,  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
South  West  of  England  and  the  largest  municipal  borough  in  the  country. 

In  addition  to  being  a  resort  and  a  most  attractive  residential  district  there  are  within  its 
boundaries  a  considerable  number  of  light  engineering  works  and  other  modern  factories  which 
are  occupied  in  the  production  of  motor  trucks,  tippers  and  cranes,  art  metal  work,  agricultural 
implements,  brooms  and  brushes,  garden  ornaments,  chemicals,  cosmetics,  compressors  and 
pumps,  aircraft  tooling,  foundry  products,  industrial  models,  coach-work,  caravans,  electrical 
fittings  and  components,  electric  organs,  scaffolding,  pre-cast  concrete  products,  joinery, 
school,  bank  and  church  fittings,  thermal  insulation,  convector  heaters,  hurricane  lanterns  and 
research  and  development  on  automation  projects. 

Various  food  and  confectionery  manufacturers  have  established  their  model  factories  in  the 
Borough  where  highest  quality  products  are  processed  and  packed  under  ideal  conditions. 

There  has  been  a  pottery  on  the  East  Quay  at  Poole  for  nearly  a  hundred  years.  The  modern 
works  and  greatly  extended  showrooms  of  Poole  Pottery  Limited  are  well  known  for  they 
have  been  producing  the  famous  "Poole  Pottery"  since  1921 . 

Poole  is  noted  as  a  centre  for  ship  building  and  marine  engineering.  Local  timber  yards,  which 
process  and  market  a  wide  range  of  homegrown  and  foreign  timbers,  also  specialise  in  boat¬ 
building  timbers.

SUMMARY  OF  WEATHER  CONDITIONS  EXPERIENCED  DURING  1972 


Sunshine 

The  total  hours  of  bright  sunshine  recorded  at  Poole  between  1st  January  and  31st  December 
1972  was  1640.3  hours.  This  is  208.7  less  than  the  figure  recorded  for  the  previous  year  and 
79.7  hours  less  than  Poole's  yearly  average. 

Sunniest  month  during  the  year  was  August  with  227.1  hours,  giving  daily  average  of  7.3 
hours;  sunniest  day  during  the  year  was  28th  June  when  14.3  hours  sunshine  was  recorded. 

Average  daily  sunshine  throughout  the  year  was  4.5  hours. 

Rainfall 

The  rainfall  total  of  819.2  mm  (32.25  in)  during  the  year  was  considerably  higher  than  the 
figure  of  610.3  mm  (24.03  in)  recorded  in  1971 ,  and  is  also  7.2  mm  (0.28  in)  above  our  yearly 
average  of  812.0  mm  (31 .97  in). 

The  wettest  month  was  December  with  a  total  rainfall  of  129.2  mm  (5.09  in).  Wettest  day  was 
4th  March  with  a  total  of  28.4  mm  (1 .12  in)  rainfall,  and  driest  month  was  August  when  only 
22.3  mm  (0.87  in)  of  rain  fell. 

Temperatures 

The  mean  temperature  for  1972  was  10°C  (50°F)  which  is  slightly  below  last  year's  figure  of 
10.5°C  (50.9° F).  The  average  maximum  temperature  was  13.8°C  (56.8°  F)  compared  to  last 
year,  average  of  14.6°C  (58.2°F).  Warmest  months  were  July  and  August  with  an  average 
temperature  of  20.8°C  (69.5°  F)  and  the  warmest  day  was  17th  July  when  the  temperature 
reached  26.8°C  (80.3°F). 

Average  minimum  temperature  was  6.3°C  (43.3° F)  similar  to  last  year's  figure  of  6.4°C 
(43.6°F).  The  lowest  minimum  temperature  recorded  was  — 6.6°C  (20.2°F)  on  31st  January 
the  lowest  grass  minimum  was  also  recorded  on  31st  January  when  the  temperature  dropped 
to  — 9.5°C  (14.9°F). 

Air  frost  during  the  year  totalled  30  days  whilst  ground  frost  totalled  68  days.  This  is  7  and  8 
days  respectively  fewer  than  last  year. 

Earth  Temperature 

Average  soil  temperatures  at  30  cm  and  100  cm  depths  were  1 1 ,2°C  and  1 1 ,5°C  respectively. 
Humidity 

Average  humidity  during  the  year  was  83.3%  which  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

Barometer 

The  average  pressure  during  the  year  was  1017.3  mbs  (30.04  in).  Highest  reading  was  1039.4 
mbs  (30.69  in)  on  25th  November,  and  the  lowest  was  985.4  mbs  (29.10  in)  on  6th  March. 

Fog 

Fog  was  observed  on  10  days  during  the  year,  this  is  14  times  fewer  than  was  recorded  the 
previous  year. 

Wind 

Winds  approaching  gale  force  were  recorded  on  4th,  5th  and  6th  December  (N.B.  —  wind 
observations  are  taken  at  0900  hours  GMT  daily). 
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Thunderstorms 

Thunderstorms  were  recorded  on  2nd  and  3rd  May  and  7th  December.

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COMMENTARY  ON  STATISTICS 


The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  1972,  was  109,360. 

Although  the  number  of  births  was  slightly  greater  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  crude  birth 
rate  fell  because  of  population  increase.  When  adjusted  for  sex  and  age  however,  the  rate 
worked  out  at  the  average  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

Illegitimacy,  reduced  to  7.1%,  was  below  the  national  average  of  9%. 

Stillbirths  and  early  infant  deaths,  though  still  on  the  high  side  this  year,  over  the  last  two 
years  their  aggregate  is  marginally  better  than  national  average. 

The  deaths  of  persons  under  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  accounted  for  24%  of  all  deaths, 
showing  little  change  from  recent  years. 

The  main  causes  of  these  deaths  were  cancer  —  33%  and  heart  disease  —  28%.  Where  the 
primary  site  of  cancer  was  discernable  it  was  found  to  occur  in  the  lung  —  25%,  the  breast  — 
15%,  the  stomach  and  intestine  —  14%  and  the  uterus  —  4%.

REPORTS 


1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Borough  is  supplied  with  water  from  three  main  sources,  viz. 

(a)  The  Dorset  Water  Board  which  obtains  its  supplies. from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk; 

(b)  The  Bournemouth  and  District  Water  Company  whose  water  is  obtained  from 
a  deep  well  and  the  River  Avon,  and 

(c)  The  Canford  School  private  supply.  This  is  drawn  from  an  artesian  well  and 
provides  water  for  the  school  and  a  few  houses  in  the  area.  If  necessary,  this 
supply  is  augmented  by  water  from  the  Bournemouth  and  District  Water 
Company's  main  supply. 

All  of  these  piped  supplies  are  properly  treated,  checked  and  are  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  with  regard  to  contamination  of 
these  supplies.  There  are  also  three  houses  in  the  remote  parts  of  the  Borough  which 
rely  on  open  wells  for  their  supplies.  These  are  checked  periodically  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

APPENDIX  A  "Details  of  Piped  Supplies". 

2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  drainage  of  the  Borough  is  mainly  on  the  "separate"  system  but  the  drainage  of 
rainwater  from  domestic  premises  is  generally  into  sumps.  These  are  quite  effective  on 
the  gravelly  soils  but  in  some  cases  of  clay  subsoil,  small  problems  arise  from  time  to 
time.  The  separation  of  rain  water  from  foul  drainage  is  crucial  to  the  economic 
operation  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  it  is  apparent  that  in  many  instances  rain 
water  drains  are  connected  into  the  foul  drainage  system.  It  may  well  be  that  the 
Council  will  have  to  organise  a  special  survey  and  enforce  this  operation. 

Foul  Drainage 

The  last  stage  of  the  Council's  scheme  for  diverting  all  sewage  discharges  from  the 
Poole  Bay  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Broadstone  was  the  construction  of  new 
pumping  stations  at  Branksome  Chine  and  Shore  Road.  This  work  was  commenced  this 
year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  completed  in  September  1973. 

Surface  Water  Drainage 

New  surface  water  sewers  were  constructed  from  Turlin  Moor  Housing  Estate  and 
Springfield  Road,  discharging  into  Lytchett  and  Parkstone  Bays  respectively. 

Sewage  Works 

Work,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £400,000,  is  in  progress  for  enlarging  the  Broadstone 
Sewage  Works  from  the  present  capacity  of  100,000  population  to  one  of  150,000 
population,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be  completed  in  1974. 

Cesspool  and  Pail  Closet  Emptying 

There  were,  on  March  31st,  1972,  216  premises  on  Cesspool  Drainage  and  during  the 
year,  2,093  visits  were  made  and  4,706  loads  removed.  In  addition,  30  Pail  Closers 
were  emptied  twice  weekly.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse,  involving  14  rounds,  has  been  maintained 
through  the  year.  In  addition  one  vehicle  served  trade  premises,  and  there  were  three 
bulk  bin  rounds  collecting  from  shops,  factories,  hotels  and  flats  as  and  when  required 
(in  some  cases  daily).  A  Salvage  Vehicle  also  operated  daily  throughout  each  week.  A 
total  of  29,913  tons  14  cwt  of  refuse  was  collected  within  the  Borough.  In  addition 
1,403  tons  6  cwt  was  received  from  Wimborne  Urban  Council,  making  a  total  of 
31,317  tons  of  refuse  dealt  with.  Of  this  amount  3,458  tons  14  cwt  was  disposed  of  by 
direct  tipping  and  27,858  tons  6  cwt  was  processed  by  Pulverization,  all  of  which  was 
used  for  land  reclamation  in  the  Borough.  In  the  year  under  review,  approximately 
50,000  cubic  yards  of  heavy  refuse  was  collected  at  the  dump  set  aside  under  the 
Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967. 

Street  Cleansing 

With  increased  development  taking  place  in  the  Borough  extra  roads  and  footpaths  are 
added  each  year  to  the  sweeping  programme,  and  due  to  this  increase  it  is  often 
difficult  to  maintain  the  present  sweeping  cycle.  The  problem  of  parked  cars, 
particularly  in  side  streets,  continues  to  make  adequate  sweeping  of  these  areas  very 
difficult.  However,  this  is  a  national  problem,  and  although  much  thought  has  been 
given  to  finding  a  solution,  as  yet  no  satisfactory  answer  has  been  found.  The 
anticipated  purchases  of  an  extra  pedestrian  controlled  electric  truck  for  use  in  the 
Sandbanks  area  should  assist  in  more  effective  control  of  the  litter  problem  in  this 
increasingly  popular  holiday  area.  A  further  ramp  for  use  with  the  bulk  container 
situated  at  Hamworthy  has  been  approved,  its  construction  will  allow  mechanical 
sweepers  to  use  this  container  reducing  travelling  time  to  tip. 

Two  ramps  were  built  during  1972,  one  at  Sandbanks  and  another  at  Waterloo 
Destructor  Works. 

The  chemical  weed  spraying  programme  for  the  coming  year  should  benefit  from  an 
increase  in  finance  being  made  available,  thus  enabling  a  greater  pavement  area  to  be 
treated  and  reducing  damage  to  pavements  caused  by  hoeing. 

Extra  litter  bins  purchased  during  the  year  have  been  an  asset  in  bad  litter  areas.  Further 
purchases  together  with  a  specialist  vehicle  to  service  them  should  help  to  solve  the 
litter  problem  in  the  coming  year. 

Gully  Cleansing 

During  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1972,  16,734  gully  cleansing  operations  were 
carried  out  using  one  vehicle.  The  frequency  of  cleansing  varied  from  one  month  to 
nine  months  depending  on  the  area. 

4.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

Environmental  Health  is  to  be  one  of  the  principal  duties  of  the  new  District  Councils 
and  during  1972  much  preliminary  work  was  carried  out  in  preparing  for  the  new 
authorities.  Due  to  the  amount  of  time  devoted  to  re-organisation,  inevitably  the 
development  of  the  various  aspects  of  Environmental  Health  were  curtailed,  but 
despite  increased  pressures  the  service  to  the  public  was  maintained. 

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  the  growth  of  the  town  and  to  the  fact  that  with 
such  growth  complex  duties  are  better  carried  out  by  semi-specialist  inspectors.  In 
view  of  re-organisation,  any  changeover  to  a  specialist  system  was  deferred  but  the 
need  to  look  at  such  a  system  will  be  one  of  the  paramount  duties  of  the  Chief 
Environmental  Health  Officer  of  the  new  District  Council.

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During  the  year,  the  total  number  of  inspections  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  was 
28,003  which  is  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  year,  but  it  is  emphasised  that  the 
number  of  visits  and  inspections  by  staff  are  not  the  sole  criteria  of  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Department;  it  is  the  type  and  quality  of  these  inspections  that  are  important. 

Complaints 

The  Department  received  1 .741  complaints  from  the  general  public  and  this 
number  included  1,055  relating  to  rodents  and  pests  and  84  to  food.  The  general 
complaints  covered  a  wide  range  of  matters,  some  of  which  were  outside  the  scope 
of  the  department  and  some  outside  the  duties  of  the  Council.  It  is  however,  the 
practice  of  the  staff  to  give  what  advice  they  can  and  to  direct  complainants  to  the 
proper  officers  in  order  for  them  to  obtain  information  and  attention. 

As  is  usual  now,  many  of  the  complaints  were  social  and  amenity  problems  rather 
than  matters  which  were  injurious  to  health. 

When  complaints  have  been  investigated,  if  works  are  required,  it  is  the  practice  to 
inform  those  responsible  by  informal  letters  and  the  majority  of  the  work  executed 
is  achieved  by  this  means.  The  object  is  to  get  wrongs  righted  rather  than  legal 
punishment  against  the  offenders. 

Noise  Control 

As  would  be  expected,  the  increase  in  complaints  from  the  public  in  relation  to  noise 
continues.  In  1971  the  Department  received  62  complaints  and  in  1972  this  rose  to 
97.  These  complaints  varied  from  fairly  simple  complaints  of  barking  dogs  to  complaints 
of  noise  from  complicated  industrial  and  commercial  processes.  In  describing  barking 
dogs  as  simple  complaints,  however,  it  does  not  imply  that  the  investigation  and  the 
remedy  is  simple. 

In  regard  to  industrial  noise,  reference  was  made  last  year  to  a  large  foundry  where 
complaints  were  received  of  the  noise  from  the  large  fans  installed  outside  the  building 
which  gave  rise  to  complaints  of  noise  from  houses  one  mile  away.  Further  investigations 
and  expensive  works  were  carried  out  at  these  premises  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped 
that  early  in  1973  that  there  will  be  no  reasonable  cause  for  complaint  from  these 
premises. 

With  the  re-development  of  Poole  complaints  of  noise  from  works  of  building  and 
construction  are  fairly  common.  Residents  in  the  vicinity  of  the  new  office  development 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  were  very  apprehensive  that  during  the  long  period  of  con¬ 
structions,  of  approximately  two  years,  that  life  in  their  neighbourhood  may  be  affected 
by  noise  and  other  problems  arising  from  the  site.  Before  any  works  commenced, 
appropriate  officers  of  the  Council  met  the  developers  and  received  assurances, 
particularly  in  regard  to  working  hours.  It  is  not  unreasonable  for  residents  near  such 
developments  who  may  with  normal  working  hours  have  to  put  up  with  noise  nuisance 
from  pile  driving,  pneumatic  tools,  movement  of  heavy  vehicles,  pumps,  etc.  but 
having  put  up  with  these  noises  during  the  normal  working  day,  they  should  expect 
relief  at  the  end  of  the  day  and  certainly  on  Sundays  —  a  day  of  rest.  I  am  glad  to 
report  that  the  contractors  are  carrying  out  the  contract  in  the  spirit  of  "good  neighbour- 
lyness". 

One  further  problem  worthy  of  mention,  in  various  parts  of  the  town 
and  particularly  in  the  older  re-developed  parts,  is  the  late  opening  and  operation  of 
clubs.  Residents  living  adjacent  to  these  premises  at  times  have  legitimate  cause  for 
complaint  in  regard  to  the  noise  level  of  music  to  the  further  disturbances  of  the 
closing  of  car  doors  and  the  other  general  "hub-bub"  when  the  premises  close.  The 
Department  have  in  one  case  made  representation  to  the  Licensing  Magistrates,  which 
is  a  particularly  effective  constraint  —  probably  more  effective  than  the  Noise 
Abatement  Act. 
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It  is  interesting  to  record  that  of  the  97  complaints  34  were  from  industrial  premises, 
16  from  commercial  and  1 1  from  construction,  demolition  and  road  works,  24  from 
domestic  premises  and  12  from  goods  deliveries  and  other  matters. 

Hurn  Airport 

In  advising  the  Health  and  the  Planning  Committees  on  the  proposals  to  extend  the 
runway  at  Hurn,  the  Department  specially  consulted  experts,  who  have  dealt  with 
the  problems  for  Authorities  around  London  Airport,  and  with  the  Institute  of 
Sound  and  Vibration  Research  at  Southampton  University.  When  the  controversy  was 
at  its  height,  it  was  essential  that  factual  and  informative  reports,  disregarding  the 
emotional  aspect  of  the  problem,  be  compiled,  and  it  is  thought  that  these  reports 
were  helpful  both  to  Poole  Council  and  to  Dorset  County  Council  in  arriving  at 
their  decision  to  recommend  some  delay  of  this  project.  Part  of  the  Department's 
investigations,  including  the  measurement  of  aircraft  noise,  included  the  new  quiet 
aircraft,  a  D.C.10,  which  made  a  most  impressive  publicity  flight  to  and  from  the 
Airport.  It  is  obvious  that  any  appraisal  of  this  project  should  be  made  in  the  light  of 
the  rapid  technological  changes  which  are  now  taking  place  in  the  aircraft  industry. 

Odour  Control 

It  can  be  said  that  modern  life  may  not  be  producing  the  interesting  smells  of  previous 
years,  but  this  is  a  form  of  pollution  about  which  people,  quite  rightly,  expect  action 
when  they  make  a  legitimate  complaint.  During  1972  1 13  visits  were  made  in 
connection  with  investigation  of  "smells".  The  main  matter  referred  to  last  year  was 
the  complaint  with  regard  to  the  offensive  odour  arising  in  the  Sterte  Area  from 
the  decaying  seaweed  in  Holes  Bay  but  in  1972  there  was  little  cause  for  complaint 
on  this  score,  due  probably  to  weather  conditions  and  the  fact  that  there  was  no  glut 
of  weed.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  whether  this  problem,  which  is  common  to  a 
number  of  places  on  the  south  coast,  has  a  cycle  of  life  and  that  perhaps  we  are  now 
about  to  embark  on  a  quiet  period  or  whether  the  1972  weather  conditions  were 
particularly  favourable  to  the  growth.  Some  limited  experiments  were  carried  out  by 
the  Council  during  the  year  and  in  1973,  in  conjunction  with  other  interested  parties, 
the  Council  are  hoping  to  carry  out  more  extensive  investigation. 

CLEAN  AIR 

Measurement  of  Air  Pollution 

In  Appendix  D  1  and  D  2,  graphs  are  again  reproduced  showing  levels  of  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  for  the  year.  Appendix  D  3  shows  the  trends  of  these  two  pollutants 
since  1964  and  which  show  an  encouraging  fall  in  1972  thus  continuing  the  general 
trend  since  measurement  was  commenced  in  1964.  In  regard  to  smoke,  this  would 
again  raise  the  question  as  to  whether  the  Council  would  be  justified  in  embarking  on 
a  "smoke  control"  programme  but  it  would  appear  that  such  a  programme  would  not 
be  justified  on  these  figures. 

Domestic 

Following  on  from  the  previous  paragraph  in  carrying  out  the  survey  in  the  Heckford 
Park  Improvement  Area,  basic  information  in  relation  to  the  types  of  fuel  used 
domestically  in  the  area  showed  that  200  houses  out  of  388  were  still  using,  to  some 
extent,  bitumenous  coal  on  an  open  fire.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  implementation 
of  the  improvement  programme  that  some  reduction  in  this  figure  will  occur. 

It  is  interesting  to  speculate  however,  on  the  future  of  clean  air  progress  if  the  feared 
shortages  of  energy  (natural  gas,  oil  fuel)  do  occur  in  future  decades.  If,  as  is  likely, 
solid  fuel  regainssome  of  the  lost  ground,  surely  there  will  be  no  return  to  wasteful 
methods  of  burning  coal  and  solid  fuel  would  be  burnt  in  suitable  appliances  with 
little  or  no  pollution. 
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Industrial 


Problems  in  relation  to  industrial  air  pollution  from  smoke,  grit  and  dust  relate 
particularly  to  two  or  three  older  established  industries  in  the  town.  One  old  established 
factory  has  been  the  cause  of  concern  for  a  long  time  and  whilst  residents  living  under 
the  lea  of  this  factory  in  the  past  were  prepared  to  accept  this  as  part  and  parcel  of 
their  normal  life,  they  now  want  a  solution.  The  firm  now  appreciate  their  obligations 
and  fortunately,  having  access  to  more  capital,  are  in  a  position  to  carry  out  their 
obligations.  During  the  year  under  review,  installation  of  new  processes  ensured 
considerable  reduction  in  dust  arising  from  the  premises.  The  smoke  and  fume  nuisance 
from  the  traditional  method  of  flint  calcining,  was  under  serious  review  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  with  a  view  to  elimination  of  smoke  early  in  1973.  However,  the  Council  may 
have  to  stimulate  the  programme  by  resorting  to  legal  processes. 

Problems  in  relation  to  smut  emission  from  two  premises,  i.e.  the  Power  Station  and 
the  Hospital  gave  rise  to  great  concern  during  the  year,  particularly  in  respect  of  the 
Power  Station.  At  the  height  of  the  summer,  due  to  problems  at  the  plant,  considerable 
complaint  was  made  of  deposits  of  smuts  on  houses,  cars,  laundry,  fruit  and  vegetables, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  a  serious  nuisance  existed.  A  strong  representation  was  made  to 
the  Electrical  Supply  Industry,  to  the  Alkali  inspector  and  to  the  appropriate  Govern¬ 
ment  Departments  which  resulted  in  considerable  improvement  in  the  area  and  promise 
of  large  capital  sums  for  improvements  and  maintenance  which  should  result  in  no 
serious  complaints  arising  in  the  future,  although  residents  were  informed  that  in  the 
present  state  of  technical  knowledge,  some  emission  of  oil  smuts  was  bound  to  occur 
from  time  to  time.  In  regard  to  the  Hospital  chimney,  discussions  were  entered  into 
with  the  Regional  Authorities  with  a  view  to  changes  in  fuel  which  should  result  in 
benefits  to  the  residents. 

During  the  year,  some  27  emissions  of  dark  smoke  were  observed,  a  number  of  which 
were  from  tip  fires,  one  industrial  tip  causing  particular  problems.  The  firm  controlling 
this  tip  were  prosecuted  and  a  fine  of  £45  plus  £5  costs  was  imposed.  Twenty-three 
applications  for  approval  of  chimney  heights  were  received  and  approved,  some  being 
approved  after  discussion  and  alteration.  Approximately  46  emissions  of  grit  and  dust 
were  recorded  but  these  principally  related  to  the  two  previous  problems  mentioned 
in  the  last  paragraph. 

Disinfestations  and  Pest  Control 

The  Department  dealt  with  299  complaints  of  pests  which  showed  a  reduction  on  the 
number  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year;  this  is  principally  due  to  the  reduced  number 
of  wasps  nests.  Despite  the  strain  on  the  resources  of  the  Department  in  dealing  with 
these  wasps  nests,  bearing  in  mind  that  they  have  to  be  treated  and  destroyed  at  dusk 
when  all  the  wasps  have  returned  to  the  nest,  the  Health  Committee  resolved  that  this 
should  still  be  a  free  service  to  the  residents.  There  were  two  treatments  carried  out 
for  eradication  of  bug  infestations  —  a  most  unusual  occurrence  in  the  present  time.  A 
number  of  complaints  were  received  regarding  ants,  particularly  at  schools  and  suitable 
treatment  carried  out. 

Rodent  Control 

756  complaints  were  received  of  rats  and  mice  during  1 972,  compared  with  855  in 
the  previous  year.  This  again  tends  to  show  a  decline  in  the  number  of  complaints  and 
is  indicative  of  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  The  service  is  of  course  free  to  all  house¬ 
holders  but  serious  infestations  in  larger  premises  are  generally  referred  to  private 
contractors.  Reference  was  made  in  the  previous  year  to  Warfarin  resistant  mice  and 
this  resistance  is  now  expected  in  all  mice  infestations.  To  meet  this  problem,  means 
a  return  to  the  more  difficult  but  traditional  method  of  control,  including  the  humble 
mouse  trap  and  "sticky  baits". 
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The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  formerly  gave  advice  on  treatment  in 
respect  of  squirrels  and  foxes,  which  are  increasingly  looked  upon  as  an  urban  pest. 
Whilst  not  warranting  any  increase  in  staff,  control  of  these  two  “pests"  looks  like 
becoming  a  local  authority  service  and  special  training  of  the  staff  is  required,  but  as 
with  pigeons,  control  will  be  exercised  judiciously  and  carefully. 

Caravans  and  Camping  Sites 

The  two  holiday  caravan  sites  situated  at  Rockley  and  at  Merley  are  the  only  sites 
licensed  within  the  Borough  and  are  purely  for  seasonal  occupation.  The  large  site 
at  Rockley  has  a  capacity  of  1 125  caravans  and  accommodation  for  1 10  tents,  and 
the  smaller  site  at  Merley  126  caravans  of  which  26  are  connected  to  the  main 
sewerage  system.  The  developers  of  the  Rockley  site  are  anxious  to  connect  a  number 
of  caravans,  or  even  chalets,  up  to  the  main  drainage  system  and  this  is  dependent  on 
the  Council's  sewerage  system  being  available  to  meet  the  demand.  There  are  no 
residential  caravan  sites  in  the  town  and  no  caravans  were  licensed  for  use  with  private 
houses. 

Gypsies 

The  two  sites  for  gypsies  erected  during  1971  continued  to  operate  throughout  the 
year  under  the  day-to-day  control  of  the  Housing  and  Estates  Manager.  The  permanent 
camp  at  Mannings  Heath  is  one  of  the  most  successful  sites  in  the  Country  and  has 
been  visited  by  many  other  authorities  as  a  model  site.  It  is  understood  from  the 
Housing  Manager  that  a  number  of  the  families  have  been  re-housed  and  this  enables 
families  to  be  moved  to  this  site  from  the  temporary  camp  at  Alderney,  which  has 
only  a  limited  life  and  therefore  limited  facilities. 

This  temporary  site  has  had  many  problems,  the  major  one  of  which  is  poor  natural 
drainage  and  despite  emergency  measures,  conditions  especially  during  inclement 
weather,  are  very  poor.  The  appropriate  committees  have  considered  spending  more 
money  on  this  site,  but  it  is  now  resolved  that  the  site  will  be  closed  down  as  soon  as 
possible  by  re-housing  and  removal  of  families  to  the  permanent  site  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  completed  in  1 973. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Council's  obligations  in  relation  to  gypsies,  the  Government 
allowed  Poole  to  make  an  order  prohibiting  the  stationing  of  caravans  on  all  open 
heath  land  in  the  Borough,  but  the  "policing"  of  this  land  at  times,  presents  serious 
problems.  Constant  vigilance  is  exercised  to  ensure  that  all  itinerant  caravans  are 
removed  expeditiously  because  the  Council  have  no  wish  to  see  any  new  gypsy  problem 
emerge  in  the  Borough.  It  is  essential  that  Dorset  County  Council  and  the  district 
authorities  in  Dorset  carry  out  their  obligations  in  respect  of  providing  sites  and 
although  progress  is  slow,  a  number  of  Councils  were  taking  appropriate  action 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  still  hoped  that,  at  these  sites,  provision  will  be 
made  for  gypsy  families  who  do  not  want  a  permanent  site  but  require  short  stay 
facilities. 

Swimming  Pools 

It  is  still  hoped  that  the  new  swimming  pool,  a  welcome  addition  to  the  amenities 
of  the  Borough,  will  be  completed  in  1973,  thus  enabling  the  use  of  the  present  open  air 
swimming  pool  with  its  old  and  unsatisfactory  plant  to  be  discontinued.  There  is  one 
other  large  open  air  swimming  pool  open  to  the  general  public  in  the  Borough 
together  with  at  least  12  pools  attached  to  schools.  Some  of  these  are  in  effect 
public,  in  that  they  are  regularly  open  to  clubs,  and  other  organisations  outside 
normal  school  hours  and  it  is  part  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  public  health 
inspectors  to  check  and  advise  that  water  treatment  is  satisfactory  to  ensure  safe, 
clean  and  acceptable  pools.  Particular  problems  were  encountered  at  the  pool 
attached  to  the  Training  Centre  which  has  very  "heavy"  outside  usage  all  the  year 
round.  92  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  85  of  these  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  regular  and  routine  checks  on  the 
chlorine  residual  and  pH  water  of  the  pool. 

APPENDIX  E  "Samples  of  Swimming  Bath  Water". 
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KEEPING  OF  ANIMALS 

(i)  Diseases  of  Animals 

Each  public  health  inspector  in  this  Borough  is  designated  as  an  Inspector  under  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Act  and  as  such  is  liable  to  be  called  out  at  any  time  of  the  day  or 
night.  He  has  to  be  familiar  with  the  Act  and  over  160  Orders.  (A  reference  is  also  made 
in  the  Report  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  duties  under  this  heading). 

There  are  12  licensed  swill-boiling  plants  in  the  district 

(ii)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

There  is  only  one  registered  establishment  in  the  Borough  and  this  is  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Borough  Veterinary  Officer  and  the  public  health  inspector  and  was 
found  to  be  well-maintained  throughout  the  year. 

(iii)  Riding  Establishments  Act  1970 

This  Act  is  for  the  protection  of  horses  which  are  let  out  for  hire  but  unfortunately 
does  not  cover  those  which  are  privately  owned  or  at  livery.  Two  premises  were 
licensed  during  the  year  and  these  were  inspected  both  by  the  Borough  Veterinary 
Officer  and  the  public  health  inspectors  from  time  to  time.  The  conditions  attached 
to  the  licenses  were  well  observed  in  all  cases. 

(iv)  Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

This  Act  is  for  the  protection  of  animals  kept  for  sale  and  it  should  be  noted  the  term 
"animal"  includes  fish.  Ten  premises  were  licensed  during  the  year  and  all  were  well- 
maintained.  One  point  might  well  be  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  public,  —  pets  must 
not  be  sold  to  any  one  under  the  age  of  12  years. 

(v)  Zoo 

The  small  zoo  in  Poole  Park,  whilst  an  added  attraction  to  the  town  has  and  continues 
to  pose  problems  for  the  Council  generally  and  the  Health  Department  in  particular. 
Within  the  limitations  of  the  site,  the  present  occupiers  have  carried  out  many 
improvements,  particularly  in  regard  to  drainage  and  provide  the  best  service  possible 
but  despite  this,  the  premises  are  the  subject  of  much  complaint  both  from  local 
residents  and  occasionally  from  visitors.  The  residents  mainly  complain  of  noise 
from  certain  animals  and  some  control  is  exercised  both  under  the  Noise  Abatement 
Act  and  within  the  terms  of  the  lease.  Many  of  the  other  complaints  are  from  persons 
who  object  to  animals  in  captivity  under  any  circumstances.  The  premises  are  regularly 
inspected  by  the  public  health  inspectors  and  from  time  to  time  by  the  Council's 
consultant  veterinary  officer. 

(vi)  General 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  piggeries,  stables  and  poultry  premises  and  special 
attention  is  paid  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  Orders  as  well  as  to  the  possibility 
of  nuisance  being  produced.  The  inspection  of  swill-boiling  plants  has  special  attention 
in  order  to  prevent  the  transference  of  any  infection  from  uncooked  swill  to  the 
animals.  Also  a  close  watch  is  kept  on  premises  which  sell  raw  meat  for  pets  to  ensure 
there  is  no  cross-infection. 

The  Council  has  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  Col.  Kingston,  M.B.E.,  M.R.C.V.S.,  who  is 
always  ready  to  assist  the  Department  in  matters  appertaining  to  the  health  of  animals. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

The  responsibility  for  carrying  out  duties  under  this  Act  is  one  of  the  principal  functions 
of  the  Department,  and  the  public  health  inspectors  are  responsible  for  inspections  of 
all  premises  except  those  occupied  by  the  Crown,  Local  Authorities  and  Mining  Operators. 
There  are  1352  premises  registered  under  the  Act  in  the  Borough,  an  increase  of  37  over 
1971 .  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  over  the  years  which  shows  the  expansion  of  the 
Borough. 
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The  Act  has  now  been  in  operation  for  nine  years  and  all  premises  in  the  town  should 
be  up  to  the  standard  of  safety  and  welfare  required  by  the  Act.  Routine  inspections  by 
the  Council  are  needed  to  see  that  these  standards  are  maintained  and  improved  upon 
where  necessary. 

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  Regulations  made  under  this  Act  in  regard  to  Hoists 
and  Lifts  and  the  experience  of  the  Department  is  increasing  in  this  area.  In  particular 
a  scissors  lift  used  in  an  electrical  goods  warehouse  had  been  a  serious  problem  for 
the  Department  to  ensure  that  it  had  a  proper  enclosure  with  lock  gates  and  guides. 

The  erection  of  a  steel  work  cage  with  inter-locking  gates  was  achieved  but  only  after 
long  and  patient  discussion  and  reasoning  with  the  firm  and  their  legal  advisors.  The 
introduction  of  electrically  driven  conveyors  in  retail  shops  over  the  past  few  years 
calls  for  special  surveillance  under  these  regulations  and  guarding  is  necessary  for 
these  conveyors  to  prevent  danger  to  assistants.  In  one  case,  an  expanded  metal  guard 
was  fixed  reducing  to  a  minimal  degree  the  chances  of  the  assistants  fingers  being 
caught  in  the  revolving  rollers  and  the  operating  switch  for  this  conveyor  was  moved 
to  prevent  the  assistant  having  to  reach  over  the  conveyor  to  reach  the  switch.  1 ,280 
premises  received  a  general  inspection  during  the  year  and  the  actual  number  of  visits 
to  premises  by  inspectors  to  premises  registered  under  the  Act  was  3,840.  Again,  most 
of  the  contraventions  observed  were  of  a  minor  nature  and  no  legal  proceedings  were 
required  during  the  year. 

In  regard  to  accidents  25  were  reported  of  which  18  were  investigated  by  the  inspectors. 
Most  of  these  were  of  a  minor  nature  and  informal  advice  and  constructive  suggestions 
were  given  where  necessary.

(ii)  Housing  —  The  Private  Sector 

Poole,  according  to  the  1971  Census,  has  37,425  dwellings.  Of  these,  24,445  are  owner- 
occupied,  600  privately  tenanted,  and  6,313  are  Council  owned.  The  number  of  owner 
occupiers  is  65%  compared  with  the  national  average  of  52%. 
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In  1972,  the  Government  again  asked  local  authorities  to  ascertain  the  age,  condition 
and  tenure  of  the  present  housing  stock.  Poole  is  fortunate  in  that  all  unfit  dwellings 
were  included  in  a  slum  clearance  programme  which  has  now  been  completed  or, 
with  foresight,  were  the  subject  of  closing  orders,  particularly  in  the  old  town  special 
precinct  area.  Such  closing  orders  being  relinquished  when  the  houses  were  made  fit 
in  the  re-habilitation  of  this  area  which  is  now  nearing  completion.  From  time  to 
time,  individual  unfit  houses  are  located  and  they  are  dealt  with  by  Closing  or  Demol¬ 
ition  Orders,  dependent  on  circumstances.  In  1972,  three  properties  were  formally 
closed  and  the  basement  flats  of  a  further  five  properties  were  also  subject  to  Closing 
Orders. 

(iii)  Repair  and  Improvement  of  Individual  Houses 

The  Housing  Finance  Act  1972  altered  to  a  limited  extent  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Act  1969  which  enables  landlords  to  obtain  a  fair  rent  for  a  house  in  an  improved 
condition  and  in  a  good  state  of  repair.  An  important  change  was  that  a  landlord  can 
now  obtain  an  increase  in  rent  for  an  unimproved  house  but  this  increase  is  not  as 
substantial  as  if  the  house  was  in  a  good  state  of  repair  and  improved  condition. 

The  freeze  on  rents  affected  this  situation  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  not  continue  too  long  as  it  is  not  in  the  interest  of  the  tenant,  the 
landlord  or  the  local  authority,  to  let  the  condition  of  houses  deterioriate.  Some 
reduction  in  the  issue  of  Qualification  Certificates  occurred  during  the  year,  only  to 
be  expected  in  view  of  the  large  numbers  dealt  with  in  previous  years.  44  Provisional 
Certificates  were  issued  in  cases  where  improvements  were  associated  with  repairs 
and  1 18  Certificates  where  the  standard  amenities  were  already  provided.  This  is  in 
addition  to  the  normal  informal  and  Statutory  notices  which  were  served  under  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  for  the  repair  of  houses. 

APPENDIX  J  Qualification  Certificates 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  year  was  1 .356  and  a  total  of  3,1 15  visits 
were  made  in  this  connection  excluding  inspections  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation. 

The  survey  during  the  year  confirmed  that  there  are  approximately  1 ,700  private 
dwellings  lacking  one  or  more  of  the  standard  five  amenities  and  that  a  further  1 ,000 
could  well  be  entitled  to  grants  to  bring  them  up  to  the  1 2  point  housing  standard,  i.e. 
to  a  standard  where  the  house  is  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair,  free  from  damp, 
properly  lighted  and  ventilated  and  generally  having  amenities  up  to  the  modern 
requirements.  From  these  figures  it  can  been  seen  that  whilst  Poole  has  a  housing 
problem  it  is  not  of  the  order  of  that  of  the  larger  cities  and  towns  who  have  areas  of 
severe  housing  stress,  but  this  is  a  problem  that  could  be  tackled  by  a  positive  programme 
of  individual  and  area  improvement  of  housing,  and  it  is  encouraging  that  in  view  of 
recent  publicity  the  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  has  increased  to 
some  250  per  year. 

General  Improvement  Areas 

As  a  result  of  work  carried  out  in  1972,  early  in  1973  the  Housing  Committee  were 
able  to  declare  the  Heckford  Park  Area  a  General  Improvement  Area  under  the 
Housing  Act  1969.  The  basic  figures  for  this  area  give  only  the  bare  bones  of  the 
problem  and  that  the  area  contains  388  houses  of  which  76  lack  one  or  more  of  the 
standard  amenities  and  a  further  52  would  probably  qualify  for  grants  to  bring  them 
up  to  the  12  point  standard. 

The  completed  survey  of  the  area  showed  that  over  80%  of  the  residents  were  in  favour  of  an 
improvement  area  and  a  very  live  residents  association  has  been  set  up  and  is  co-operating 
fully  with  the  Council  in  planning  the  general  improvement  of  the  area.  During  the  present 
difficult  time  of  re-organisation,  the  Council  will  need  to  keep  this  project  moving  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  residents  of  the  area.  This  has  and  will  be  a  splendid  example  of  community  planning 
and  participation. 
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Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

With  the  present  reduction  in  new  housing  and  with  the  serious  lack  of  houses  in  this 
area  available  at  comparatively  low  costs,  the  growth  of  houses  used  in  multiple 
occupation  will  continue,  and  whilst  Poole  has  no  large  areas  of  Victorian  three  storey 
houses,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  fairly  modest  two  storey  houses  will  come  into 
multi-occupation.  Routine  work  in  this  area  of  housing  is  difficult  and  unspectacular. 

A  particularly  important  aspect  of  the  work  is  in  relation  to  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire;  these  houses  are  particularly  vulnerable  in  this  respect  as  fire  prevention 
officers  will  substantiate.  Families  and  single  persons  often  use  the  same  room  for 
cooking,  eating  and  sleeping  and  it  is  essential  that  adequate  precautions  are  taken. 
Consequently,  joint  inspections  are  carried  out  with  the  Fire  Officer  and  his  recomm¬ 
endations  are  enforced.  Often,  delay  is  experienced  in  obtaining  works  of  improvement 
in  houses  in  multiple  occupation  due  to  resolving  planning  applications,  but  after 
advice  from  the  Town  Clerk,  it  is  the  Department's  policy  that  enforcement  of 
standards  in  relation  to  amenities  and  means  of  escape  shall  be  carried  out  and  owners 
are  warned  that  this  is  without  prejudice  as  to  whether  or  not  planning  permission  will 
be  given.  At  present  1 18  houses  are  known  to  be  in  multiple  occupation  but  this  figure 
changes  from  year  to  year.  Of  these,  37  received  notices  requiring  the  provision  of 
additional  facilities. 

FOOD 

(i)  Food  Hygiene  —  Premises 

This  is  a  most  important  aspect  of  the  duties  of  the  Department.  The  inspection  of  food 
businesses  within  the  town  is  a  matter  of  constant  duty  and  routine,  and  particularly 
with  the  influx  of  tourists  in  the  season,  it  is  a  duty  that  must  not  be  neglected.  The 
frequency  of  inspections  is  determined  by  the  nature  of  the  premises  and  the  risks 
to  health  involved,  so  that  supermarkets,  restaurants  and  particularly  during  the  season, 
hotels,  are  given  firm  priority.  The  smaller  food  preparation  premises,  and  food  shops 
are  regularly  visited  but  not  to  the  same  frequency.  The  occupiers  of  premises  are  not 
of  course,  forewarned  of  routine  visits  although  where  a  particular  problem  arises,  or 
particular  advice  is  sought,  appointments  are  made.  During  the  year,  3,960  inspections 
were  made  to  food  premises  and  apart  from  minor  contraventions,  which  the  inspector 
brings  immediately  to  the  notice  of  the  occupiers,  the  standards  of  hygiene  were 
satisfactory.  It  was  necessary  to  bring  legal  proceedings  against  one  occupier  in  respect 
of  the  provision  of  hot  water  at  a  greengrocers  premises  —  a  fine  of  £15  with  £7  costs 
was  imposed.  Again,  it  is  stressed  that  resort  to  legal  proceedings  is  only  taken  when  all 
other  informal  action  has  failed. 

APPENDIX  K  Food  Premises  and  Visits 

(ii)  Food  Hygiene  —  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles 

Eighty  visits  were  made  to  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  during  the  year,  and  whilst  there 
are  difficulties  both  in  the  design  of  the  stall  or  vehicle  and  the  installation  of  equipment, 
particularly  with  regard  to  washing  facilities,  these  problems  can  be  overcome.  It  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  quite  often,  intending  vendors  approach  the  Department  for 
prior  inspection  and  advice  on  their  vehicle  before  commencing  trading  in  the  town.  It 
is  also,  of  course,  necessary  for  inspectors  to  carry  out  some  of  their  visits  outside 
normal  working  hours. 

One  case  was  brought  before  the  Magistrates  in  respect  of  a  vehicle  operating  in  a 
residential  area  of  the  town,  a  total  of  seven  offences  under  the  Regulations  were 
committed,  with  total  fines  of  £30  with  £10  costs. 
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(iii)  Food  Hygiene  —  Health  Education 

Despite  pressure  of  work,  particularly  due  to  re-organisation,  education  in  Food  Hygiene 
is  as  important  as  inspection  and  Statutory  Regulations.  The  staff  continued  to  give  talks, 
both  in  the  schools,  where  it  is  particularly  important  that  a  firm  basis  of  hygiene  is 
laid,  and  to  workers  both  at  the  time  of  inspection  and  on  the  special  courses  of 
instruction  held  jointly  with  Bournemouth. 

(iv)  Meat  Inspection 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  and  this  is  attached  to,  and  is  part  of 
a  large  food  factory.  It  is  well  maintained  and  used  solely  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs.  All 
the  animals  are  fully  inspected  by  the  public  health  inspectors  or  the  Council's 
authorised  meat  inspector  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
in  1972  was  33,912  which  was  a  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year.  By  and  large, 
slaughtering  is  contained  on  4  or  5  half  days  per  week  but  it  is  a  fairly  intensive 
process,  the  inspector  being  expected  to  keep  up  with  what  amounts  to  a  production 
line. 

APPENDIX  L  Meat  Inspection  and  Condemnation 

(v)  Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  plants  in  the  Borough. 

(vi)  Other  Food  Inspection 

The  inspectors  during  their  routine  and  sporadic  inspection  of  food  premises,  inspect 
the  foods  which  are  available  for  sale.  In  addition,  they  are  called  in  by  traders  when 
they  have  food  about  which  they  have  doubts.  Where  the  inspector  gives  an  adverse 
report,  the  foods  are  surrendered  to  the  Department  and  they  are  destroyed  under 
official  supervision. 

APPENDIX  M  Inspection  of  Other  Foods 

(vii)  Milk  Supplies 

All  retail  milk  supplies  sold  in  the  Borough  are  prepacked  and  there  are  no  bottling 
establishments  in  the  town.  A  careful  check  is  kept  on  all  milk  supplies  and  regular 
samples  of  milk  are  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations. 

31 6  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory. 

All  premises  from  which  prepacked  milk  is  sold  are  under  routine  inspection  by  the 
inspectors  and  during  the  year  342  visits  were  made  to  dairies  and  milk  shops. 

APPENDIX  N  Milk  Supplies 

(viii)  Ice  Cream  Supplies 

There  are  no  ice-cream  factories  in  the  Borough  although  there  are  a  number  of 
premises  from  which  soft  ice-cream  is  sold.  639  visits  were  made  to  ice-cream  premises. 

49  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year.  Where  bacteriological  samples 
appeared  in  Grade  3  or  4,  repeat  samples  were  taken  and  appropriate  advice  given. 

APPENDIX  P  1  Ice-Cream  —  Bacteriological  sampling 
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(ix)  Food  and  Drug  Sampling 

This  is  a  duty  which  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspection  staff  for 
many  years  and  is  one  which  will  revert  to  the  new  County  Council  under  the  Local 
Government  Act  1972,  but  in  view  of  the  long  experience  and  its  close  association  with 
Food  Safety  and  Hygiene  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  delegated  back  to  the  District 
Council  on  an  Agency  basis.  75  formal  and  268  informal  samples  were  taken  during 
the  year.  Of  these  4  samples  of  food  were  the  subject  of  unsatisfactory  report  on 
analysis  and  one  in  respect  of  description.  These  were  taken  up  with  the  manufacturers 
informally  and  no  legal  proceedings  were  instituted.  20  samples  were  taken  to 
ascertain  the  level  of  pesticide  residuals  and  45  samples  for  metallic  content,  in  no 
case  were  samples  found  to  be  above  statutory  limits.  The  public  analyst  for  the  town 
is  also  the  Southampton  City  Analyst  and  it  is  possible  to  co-ordinate  a  broad  pro¬ 
gramme  of  sampling  in  connection  with  neighbouring  authorities. 

APPENDIX  Q  Food  and  Drug  Sampling 

(x)  Bacteriological  Sampling 

603  samples  of  food  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  as  part  of  a 
broad  programme  of  surveillance  of  food.  The  main  food  samples  were  milk,  shellfish 
and  prepared  meat  products,  the  latter  two  articles  are  of  particular  concern  as  they 
form  a  substantial  part  of  the  local  food  industry  serving  a  national  market,  and 
excellent  co-operation  is  enjoyed  with  the  producers.  This  extensive  sampling  pro¬ 
gramme  enables  early  warning  to  be  given  of  any  adverse  circumstances  which,  if 
neglected,  could  lead  to  health  hazards,  so  that  if  unsatisfactory  samples  are 
obtained,  prompt  action  can  be  taken. 

APPENDIX  P  2  Bacteriological  examination  of  Other  Foods 

(xi)  Food  Complaints 

In  1972  99  official  complaints  regarding  food  were  made  to  the  Department  covering 
a  wide  range  of  food  including,  bread,  confectionery,  pies,  cheese,  meat,  etc.  One 
particular  case  is  worthy  of  mention,  in  that  a  bar  of  fruit  and  nut  which  not  only 
contained  natural  fruit  and  nut,  but  a  %"  steel  nut!  The  firm  were  fined  £25  with  £7 
costs.  A  pizza  pie  and  a  beefburger  found  to  have  mould  resulted  in  legal  proceedings. 
Total  fines  of  £40  with  £17  costs  were  obtained  in  these  two  cases. 

The  Food  Standards  Committee  reported  during  the  year  on  the  date-marking  of  food 
and  this  report  recognised  the  right  of  someone  to  be  able  to  purchase  food  in  as  fresh 
a  condition  as  possible  and  to  know  that  he  is  doing  so.  The  Committee  recognised 
that  a  system  of  date-marking  of  pre-packed  food  should  be  easily  understood.  Constant 
reference  has  been  made  to  this  problem  in  previous  annual  reports  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  action  from  the  Government  is  now  to  be  expected,  and  a  number  of  firms 
have  and  are  anticipating  such  legislation.  The  days  when  the  housewife,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  supermarket  manager,  shop  keeper  or  the  public  health  inspector  are  expected  to 
be  able  to  decipher  a  number  of  apparently  meaningless  codes  should  be  at  an  end. 

(xii)  Milk  Supplies  —  Brucella  abortus 

All  milk  sold  in  this  area  is  heat-treated. 

Factories  Act 

All  factories  are  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  without  prior  notice.  There  were  a 
few  minor  contraventions  but  these  were  complied  with  by  informal  action.  During 
the  year,  1 ,069  visits  were  made  and  26  contraventions  were  discovered. 

APPENDIX  G  for  details  of  inspections,  etc. 
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Outworkers 

During  the  year,  72  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  outworkers  all  of  whom  were 
engaged  in  the  clothing  trade.  Details  of  the  requirements  are  made  known  to  the 
persons  concerned  but  no  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  with  regard  to  unwhole¬ 
some  or  infected  premises.  There  are  no  outworkers  concerned  with  food  preparation.

During  the  year  31  cases  of  gastro-enteritis  were  investigated;  of  these  five  were  due  to 
salmonella,  two  of  which  were  cases  of  persons  returning  from  holidays  abroad. 

259  specimens  of  faeces  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examin¬ 
ation. 

The  co-operation  of  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  and  in  particular  the  Director 
and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Poole  General  Hospital  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  this  Department.

INTRODUCTION 


The  report  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  Article  12  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers 
(Port  Health  Districts)  Regulations,  1959.  As  a  result  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations, 
1952,  the  Minister  of  Health  reviewed  the  form  and  scope  of  the  Annual  Reports  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  and  in  Port  Form  20  enclosed  with  Circular  35/52  dated  6th  November, 
1952,  he  prescribed  the  form  and  sequence  which  the  reports  should  follow. 

One  requirement  of  the  Minister  is  that  the  information  required  by  Sections  I,  V,  VI,  VIII, 
XIV,  XV  and  XVI  (all  marked  with  asterisk)  need  only  be  given  in  full  every  fifth  year  and 
for  the  intermediate  years  only  the  changes  which  have  occurred  during  the  year  covered  by 
the  report  need  be  included.  The  full  information  required  in  these  sections  was  set  out  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1971  and  therefore  only  changes  are  recorded  in  this  report.

Constitution  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 

By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  dated  21st  September,  1887,  and  an  amending 
order  dated  27th  February,  1909,  a  Port  Sanitary  Authority  was  constituted  to  exercise  the 
powers  and  functions  assigned  by  the  Order. 

The  style  "Port  Sanitary  Authority"  was  changed  to  "Port  Health  Authority"  in  1936. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  is  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough,  acting  by 
the  Council. 

Limits  of  Jurisdiction 

The  present  limits  of  jurisdiction  were  fixed  in  1909  as  follows:— 

"The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall  extend  to  all  that  part  of  the  said 
Port  of  Poole  aforesaid  which  lies  to  landward  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  Borough  of  Poole  to  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  headland  known  as 
Standfast  Point;  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  part  of  the  Port  and  all  docks,  basins, 
harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams  within  that  part  of  the  said  port,  and 
the  place  or  places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station 
or  Stations  for  that  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appointed 
for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  the  said  part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  regulations 
for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  disease  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that 
behalf  and  for  the  purposes  of  any  such  Regulations  as  aforesaid,  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship 
which  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder  shall  be  moored  or  anchored 
at  the  place  appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither". 

Port  Facilities 

Poole  is  chiefly  a  cargo  port  and  its  trade  is  mainly  carried  on  with  other  British  ports  and 
those  on  the  coasts  of  France,  Belgium,  Holland  and  Germany  and  there  is  also  a  regular  trade 
with  the  Baltic  ports. 

During  the  summer  season  the  port  is  the  base  for  day  pleasure  boats  operating  between  local 
seaside  resorts  and  this  is  the  only  passenger  traffic. 

Inshore  fishing  is  still  carried  on  and  the  report  on  the  shellfish  industry  is  dealt  with  in  Section 
XIV. 

The  public  quay  accommodation  consists  of  3,270  feet  frontage,  i.e 

Hamworthy  Quay  270  feet  at  15  feet  Admiralty  Chart  Datum

The  general  cargo  quay  at  Hamworthy  is  served  by  rail. 

Unloading  equipment  at  the  port  consists  of  seven  travelling  cranes,  three  mobile  cranes  and 
one  coal  transporter.  The  main  shipyard  has  closed  down  but  there  has  been  a  growth  in  the 
number  of  boat  and  yacht  yards,  due  to  the  boom  in  water  borne  activities  which  has  resulted 
in  an  increased  demand  for  the  supply  of  new  vessels  and  the  repair  and  maintenance  of 
existing  craft. 

There  is  an  extensive  safe  anchorage  in  the  harbour.  The  depth  of  the  water  at  the  Harbour  Bar 
is  1 3  feet  —  Admiralty  Chart  Datum  —  and  the  range  varies  from  about  7  feet  at  springs  to  a  few

SECTION  *V  -  Water  Supply 

(1 )  Source  of  supply  for  the  district  and  shipping 

The  water  supply  for  the  port  and  shipping  is  that  from  the  town  mains  provided  by  the  Dorset  Water 
Board  from  hydrants  on  the  quay.  It  is  chlorinated  water  of  high  bacterial  purity. 

(2)  Reports  of  tests  for  contamination 

The  general  supply  was  sampled  every  two  or  three  days  through  the  year  and  every  sample  was 
reported  as  Class  1  "highly  satisfactory".  During  the  year  41  samples  of  water  were  taken  direct  from  the 
quay  hydrants  used  for  shipping,  38  samples  were  reported  as  Class  1;  3  were  unsatisfactory  but  when 
repeated  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  (these  unsatisfactory  results  were  probably  due  to  contamination 
of  the  water  boxes  by  surface  road  water  or  harbour  water  —  see  3). 

28  Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  ships  for  bacteriological  examination,  25  were  reported  as 
Class  1,  two  as  Class  2  and  one  as  Class  4.  The  unsatisfactory  sample  was  notified  to  the  home  port  Health

(3)  Precautions  taken  against  contamination  of  hydrants  and  hosepipes 

All  hydrants  on  the  quay  —  except  three  —  are  fixed  in  boxes  at  ground  level  and  it  is  impossible 
to  keep  the  boxes  free  from  contamination  by  road  surface  water  and  harbour  water.  Instructions 
have  therefore  been  given  that  all  of  these  hydrants  must  be  cleansed,  disinfected  and  flushed  before 
use. 

Of  the  three  hydrants  which  are  above  ground,  two  are  enclosed  in  brick  pillars  with  lockable  metal 
doors,  while  the  third  is  in  a  covered  brick  and  glazed  box  for  the  use  by  yachtsmen.  All  the  water 
samples  from  these  points  have  been  reported  as  Class  I. 

(4)  Number  and  sanitary  condition  of  water  boats  and  power  of  control  of  the  Authority 
In  1972  no  water  boats  operated  within  the  harbour. 

SECTION  *VI  —  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  1970 

(1)  List  of  Infected  Areas  (Regulation  6) 

The  list  of  infected  areas  is  revised  weekly  on  receipt  of  the  Weekly  Epidemiological  Record 
issued  by  the  World  Health  Organisation  and  the  revised  list  is  immediately  sent  to  the  Port  Health 
Inspector,  H.  M.  Customs  Officers,  the  Senior  Pilot  and  the  Harbour  Master. 

(2)  Radio  Messages 

(a)  Arrangements  for  sending  permission  by  radio  for  ships  to  enter  the  district 
(Regulation  13) 

Poole  is  not  a  radio  transmitting  port  but  if  necessary,  messages  can  be  transmitted 
through  Niton  Radio,  Isle  of  Wight. 

(b)  Arrangements  for  receiving  messages  by  radio  by  ships  and  acting  thereon 
(Regulation  14  (1 )  (a)  and  (2) 

Messages  are  relayed  from  ships  at  sea  direct  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by 
telephone. 

(3)  Notification  otherwise  than  by  radio  (Regulation  14  (1)  (b) ) 

Duty  pilots  pass  on  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  signals  for  the  Port  Health  Authority 
received  from  ships  approaching  the  harbour. 

Where  advance  notice  is  received  by  H.  M.  Customs  Officer  or  the  Harbour  Master  of  the 
arrival  of  a  ship  from  an  infected  area,  this  information  is  sent  immediately  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  who  will  arrange  for  an  officer  to  inspect  the  ship. 

Vessels  are  boarded  upon  arrival  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector  who  provides  and  collects  the 
Maritime  Declarations  of  Health  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  this  officer  to  contact  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  immediately  by  telephone  in  the  case  of  an  inward  vessel  requiring 
special  immediate  attention. 

Advance  messages  are  occasionally  received  from  shipping  agents  in  the  Port.  The  telegraphic 
address  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  "Portelth  Poole".  At  the  Port  Health  Office,  Public 
Health  Department,  Central  Clinic,  Civic  Centre,  Park  Road,  Poole,  messages  can  be  received 
and  the  necessary  action  taken  thereon  at  any  time  during  the  day.  After  office  hours  the 
messages  are  received  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector  and  his  deputy  at  their  home  telephones. 
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The  Port  Health  Inspectors  work  in  very  close  liaison  with  the  Officers  of  H.  M.  Customs,  the 
Harbour  Master,  the  pilots  and  the  shipping  agents. 

(4)  Mooring  Stations  (Regulations  22  and  30) 

A  mooring  station  has  been  established  at  a  point  in  the  main  channel  halfway  between 
Parkstone  Shoal  Light  Buoy  and  Stakes  Buoy,  just  clear  of  shipping.  If  so  directed  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer,  the  southern  and  of  the  New  Quay,  Hamworthy,  can  be  used. 

(5)  Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Infectious  Disease 

(a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  persons  suffering  from  Infectious  Diseases  (other  than 
smallpox) 

This  is  available  at  the  Infectious  Disease  Unit,  Poole  General  Hospital.  A  full-time 
ambulance  service  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  is  available  at  all  times  at  the  Poole 
Ambulance  Depot. 

(b)  Surveillance  and  follow-up  of  contacts 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  surveillance  and  follow-up  of  contacts  to  be 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  Sections  36  to  38  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships) 
Regulations  1970.  Infectious  disease  contacts  proceeding  home  are  provided  with 
notification  post-cards  for  use  if  required  and  immediate  notification  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  district  to  which  they  are  proceeding. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  Disinfection 

A  steam  disinfecting  station  is  now  available  at  Stokewood  Road,  Bournemouth, 
under  the  control  of  Bournemouth  County  Borough  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  joint  use. 

Other  disinfection  can  be  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Department,  Central 
Clinic,  Civic  Centre,  Park  Road,  Poole,  where  a  Cleansing  Station  is  also  available. 

The  Corporation  has  a  sufficient  and  qualified  staff  for  the  disinfection  of  ships.

SECTION  XII  —  Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from  foreign  ports 

Poole  is  a  "Designated  Approved  Port"  for  the  issue  of  deratting  Certificates  and  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificates  in  accordance  with  Article  17  of  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations  1951,  and  Articles  19, 

20  and  21  of  the  Port  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  1970  are  enforced  in  the  Port.  Both  the  Port  Health 
Inspector  and  the  Deputy  Port  Health  Inspectors  have  been  trained  in  deratisation  procedure. 

(1 )  During  routine  inspections  of  ships  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors  masters  and  crew  are  questioned 
as  to  the  presence  of  rats.  The  ship  in  general  and  the  crew's  quarters  in  particular  are  examined  for 
evidence  of  infestation.  Where  evidence  is  found  or  suspected  a  detailed  search  of  the  ship  including  the 
holds  is  made  uy  the  Port  Health  Inspector  who  endeavours  to  secure  one  or  more  rats  for  bacteriological 
and  pathological  examination. 

Whenever  a  Deratting  Certificate  or  Deratting  Exemption  Certificate  is  found  to  be  out  of  date  or  a 
certificate  is  needed,  a  detailed  inspection  and  search  of  the  ship  is  made  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector  before 
a  certificate  is  issued  or  renewed.  A  similar  procedure  is  adopted  before  the  issue  or  renewal  of  Rodent 
Control  Certificates  for  coastal  ships. 

(2)  Bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  of  rodents  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Poole.  No  rats  were  obtained  from  ships  during  the  year. 
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(3)  Small  infestations  of  rats  on  ships  are  dealt  with  directly  by  the  Rodent  Control  Staff,  using 
standard  trapping  and  baiting  methods.  Major  infestations  requiring  large  scale  fumigations  are 
carried  out  by  any  one  of  the  commercial  contractors  on  the  Authority's  List,  the  arrangements 
being  made  direct  by  the  owners  or  agents. 

(4)  The  Port  Health  Inspectors  work  in  very  close  liaison  with  the  ship  designers  and  ship 
builders  in  the  area  to  secure  ratproofing  in  the  ships  built  in  the  Port.  Very  few  opportunities 
arise  for  the  improvement  of  structures  of  other  ships  owing  to  their  very  short  stay  in  the  Port.

Oysters 

It  will  be  noted  in  Table  H  that  one  sample  of  treated  oysters  were  in  Class  2,  these  were  subjected 
to  further  treatment  and  when  re-sampled  were  in  Class  I. 

105  samples  were  taken  of  the  oyster  cleaning  tank  but  the  majority  of  these  were  taken  during  a 
series  of  tests  carried  out  on  a  modified  method  of  cleansing,  by  pumping  water  from  the  tank, 
treating  it  with  ultra  violet  light  and  then  allowing  it  to  cascade  over  a  series  of  trays  (containing 
the  oysters  to  be  treated)  and  then  returning  it  to  the  tank.  At  the  commencement  of  the  test  1 .5 
litres  of  raw  sewage  was  placed  in  the  tank  (this  accounts  for  the  12  samples  in  Class  IV),  the  results 
were  most  satisfactory  and  this  method  will  be  used  early  next  year  since  it  is  more  flexible  and 
allows  a  larger  number  of  oysters  to  be  cleansed. 

The  Poole  Oyster  Company  moved  this  year  to  larger  premises  in  West  Quay  Road,  but  the  initial 
results  of  growing  seed  oysters  were  very  disappointing;  extensive  research  was  carried  out  but  it 
was  not  possible  to  ascertain  the  exact  cause  or  causes  of  the  poor  growth.  The  water  for  the  hatchery 
is  now  pumped  into  the  tanks  about  an  hour  before  high  water  and  by  keeping  a  rigid  check  on  this 
incoming  water,  better  results  are  being  achieved  and  it  is  hoped  to  achieve  full  production  next 
year. 

The  following  order  was  made  under  the  Public  Health  (Shell  Fish)  Regulations,  1934  and  1948 
on  18th  July  1972  to  apply  to  all  shellfish  in  the  harbour. 

POOLE  BOROUGH  COUNCIL 

The  Public  Health  (Shell  Fish)  Regulations  1934  and  1948 

Order  made  by  the  Mayor  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Poole  being  the  Port  Health 
Authority  for  the  prescribed  area  hereinafter  mentioned. 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  on  them  by  the  Public  Health  (Shell  Fish)  Regulations  1934 
and  1948  the  Poole  Port  Health  Authority  hereby  make  the  following  Order:— 

1.  In  this  Order  "prescribed  area"  means:— 

The  whole  of  the  tidal  area  of  Poole  Harbour  from  a  line  drawn  across  the  entrance  to  Poole 
Harbour  from  the  end  of  the  ferry  ramp  at  Sandbanks  to  the  tip  of  South  Haven  Point  and 
shown  on  Admiralty  Chart  No.  261 1 . 

2.  A  person  shall  not  sell  or  expose  or  distribute  or  offer  for  sale  or  have  in  his  possession  for 
the  purpose  of  sale  for  human  consumption  any  shell  fish  taken  from  within  the  prescribed  area 
unless  such  shell  fish  have  been:— 

(i)  subjected  to  a  satisfactory  process  of  cleansing  at  an  establishment  which  is  for  the 
time  being  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Social  Services  for  the  purpose;  or 

(ii)  relaid  in  pure  water  for  such  a  period  and  in  such  places  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
approved  for  the  purpose  by  the  said  Port  Health  Authority;  or 

(iii)  subject  to  a  process  of  sterilisation  by  steam  under  pressure  for  at  least  six  minutes 

in  an  apparatus  which  is  for  the  time  being  approved  by  the  said  Port  Health  Authority 
or  by  immersion  in  water  continuously  boiling  for  a  period  of  time  approved  by  the 
said  Port  Health  Authority. 

3.  This  Order  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  First  day  of  August  One  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventy-two.

Pollution  of  the  Harbour 

Sewage 

Whilst  there  is  still  some  pollution  of  the  water  in  Poole  Harbour  both  Poole  and  Bournemouth 
Corporations  are  continuing  to  carry  out  the  necessary  works  to  reduce  the  discharge  of  sewage 
into  Poole  Bay  and  it  is  anticipated  that  Poole  will  cease  the  discharge  of  all  sewage  into  the  bay 
by  June  1973. 

Weed 

For  some  years,  there  has  been  concern  at  the  amount  of  weed  growth  in  the  harbour  and 
particularly  Holes  Bay,  although  in  1972  there  was  no  complaint.  This  is  a  problem  for  many 
areas  of  the  South  Coast  but  Poole  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment, 
the  Water  Pollution  Research  Laboratory,  the  Harbour  Commission  and  Southern  Sea  Fisheries 
have  carried  out  some  research  and  hope  to  continue  this  work  over  the  next  two  years.

LIAISON 

The  good  relationship  between  the  local  hospitals  and  general  medical  practitioners  on  one  hand 
and  the  School  Health  Service  on  the  other  continues  to  exist,  as  detailed  in  earlier  reports. 

The  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  deals  with  cases  of  child  neglect  and 
is  frequently  most  helpful  in  persuading  disinterested  or  neglectful  parents  to  have  essential  treatment 
carried  out  where  this  has  been  recommended  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  Mr.  G.  L.  Thompson, 
the  Local  Inspector,  dealt  satisfactorily  with  many  difficult  cases  of  neglect,  ill  treatment,  etc., 
involving  school  children  by  giving  kind  but  firm  advice  in  the  home. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  may  be  summarised  as  follows: 

(1 )  Routine  and  special  inspection  and  re-inspection 

(2)  Examination  of  children  for  fitness  for  part-time  employment 

(3)  Class  by  class  inspection  by  the  Health  Visitor 

(4)  Special  clinics 

(5)  Ascertainment  and  classification  of  handicapped  pupils 

(6)  Immunisation  and  vaccination 

(7)  Investigation  and  control  of  infectious  disease 

(8)  Dental  inspection  and  treatment 

(9)  Hygiene  and  sanitation  of  school  premises,  including  school  kitchens  and  canteens 
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MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  INSPECTION 


In  accordance  with  the  School  Health  Service  Regulations  1959,  parents  are  given  the  opportunity, 
so  far  as  is  reasonable  and  practicable,  of  being  present  at  every  medical  inspection  and  at  the  first 
dental  inspection  of  each  pupil. 

Routine  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  in  Poole  as  follows:— 

(a)  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry  to  an  Infant  School, 

(b)  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry  to  a  Junior  School, 

(c)  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry  to  a  Senior  School, 

(d)  During  the  term  before  the  term  in  which  the  child  is  normally  due  to  leave  school. 

During  the  latter  part  of  this  year  the  number  of  Routine  medical  inspections  carried  out  during 
the  school  life  of  all  pupils  was  reduced  from  the  four  carried  out  in  previous  years  to  three,  as 
follows: 

(i)  As  soon  as  possible  after  attaining  the  age  of  5  years 

(ii)  Between  the  age  of  10  and  1 1  years 

(iii)  During  the  term  before  the  term  in  which  the  pupil  is  normally  due  to  leave  school. 

If,  at  a  school  medical  examination,  a  child  is  found  to  be  suffering  from  a  defect,  the  parent  is 
advised  or  the  child  is  referred  for  treatment  to  the  family  doctor,  the  appropriate  clinic  or 
hospital. 

A  child  who  has  been  found,  at  routine  inspection,  to  be  suffering  from  a  defect  is  re-examined 
after  a  period  stipulated  by  the  medical  officer.  Other  "special"  examinations  are  carried  out  at 
the  request  of  the  parent,  the  teacher  or  the  health  visitor.  Such  examinations  may  be  carried  out 
at  a  routine  inspection  or  at  an  inspection  arranged  for  that  purpose. 

Medical  Records 

Records  of  all  children  attending  maintained  schools  in  the  Borough  are  centralised  in  the  School 
Health  Section  of  the  Health  Department.  This  facilitates  arrangements  for  medical  inspection 
and  follow-up  and  for  the  maintenance  of  complete  medical  histories  from  the  information  which 
is  continually  reaching  the  Section  from  Consultants,  Hospitals,  Clinics,  etc. 

Dental  Records 

These  are  filed  at  the  appropriate  surgeries  for  ease  of  reference  and  maintenance. 

Result  of  Medical  Inspection 

During  1972,  3,189  children  were  examined  at  routine  medical  inspections.  Of  these,  404  were 
found  to  have  defects  requiring  treatment  (excluding  dental  disease  and  infestation  with  vermin), 
while  a  further  77  were  found  from  those  children  attending  "Special  Inspections". 

In  addition  there  were  166  special  inspections  and  328  re-examinations  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  children  examined  were:— 

Routine  examination  of  entrants  .  594 

Routine  examination  at  all  other  ages  . 2,595 
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Physical  Condition 

Two  categories  are  used  in  the  classification  of  a  child's  physical  condition  namely  Satisfactory  and 
Unsatisfactory. 

The  child's  category  is  decided  not  only  on  a  nutritional  basis  but  also  according  to  the  presence  or 
absence  of  defects.  The  figures  for  5 972  show  that  99.72%  of  those  examined  were  satisfactory, 
leaving  0.28%  unsatisfactory.  Details  are  as  follows:—

Class  Inspection  by  Health  Visitor 

At  routine  medical  inspections,  parents  usually  attempt  to  present  their  children  in  as  clean  a 
state  as  possible  so  that  the  presence  of  verminous  conditions  may  easily  be  overlooked.  Rapid 
general  surveys  are  made  periodically  by  the  School  Nurses  with  the  object  of  detecting 
verminous  conditions  and  the  presence  of  infectious  and  contagious  disease. 

During  these  rapid  surveys  18,870  individual  examinations  were  carried  out  during  1972. 
Children  found  to  be  suffering  from  infectious  or  contagious  conditions  or  any  other  condition 
requiring  medical  attention  were  referred  to  the  school  clinic  or  the  family  doctor.  123  children 
were  found  to  be  infested  with  head  lice  and  arrangements  were  made  for  their  treatment  at 
home. 

Scabies  is  treated  by  the  Health  Visitor  or  District  Nurse  by  appointment.  31  children  were 
treated  during  1972. 
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DEFECTS  FOUND  AT  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 
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SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 


This  year  1972,  a  new  venture  was  tried  in  order  to  make  young  mothers  and  children  a*  an  «ar  V 
age  more' 'tooth  consciousness”  than  ever  before.  Visits  to  Play  Groups  were  commenced  which 
were  enlightening  and  all  helps  to  prevent  the  dentist  being  regarded  as  a  bogey  man  .  Ora 
hygiene  kits  were  given  to  those  children  whose  parents  consented  to  the  inspection.  It  is  felt 
Dental  Health  Education  cannot  be  commenced  too  early.  Toothpaste  advertisements  have  been 
only  moderately  successful  in  making  the  public  more  aware  of  their  responsibility  however,  twice 
as  much  toothpaste  was  used  in  1961  as  in  1954.  But  this  averaged  only  V/2  tubes  of  toothpaste 

per  person,  per  year. 

Diet  The  British  Dental  Association  memorandum  on  Dental  Health  of  Children  states, 
there  is  abundant  evidence  that  eating  habits  formed  during  the  early  years  up  to  the  age  of  6  or 
7  years  are  likely  to  remain  with  the  individual  for  the  remainder  of  life.  Small  babies  are 
encouraged  to  acquire  a  liking  for  sweet  things  starting  with  bottles  of  sugared  milk;  they  progress 
to  biscuits,  buns,  cakes,  ice-cream,  lollies  and  iced  lollies.  Snacks  between  meals  are  the  rule 
instead  of  the  exception.  The  memorandum  states  that  the  diet  should  be  adequate  in  quantities 
and  variety  of  basic  foods  but  in  addition  reasonable  discipline  should  be  exercised  between 
meals  to  ensure  a  healthy  appetite  at  mealtimes  when  the  essential  foods  are  availab  e. 

Oral  Hvqiene  The  child  should  be  encouraged  to  prefer  savoury  foods  including  hard  fibrous  food 
which  tends  to  clean  rather  than  dirty  the  mouth.  Careful  instruction  should  be  given  by  parents 
and  teachers  and  when  time  allows,  the  dentist  instructs  children  m  the  correct  use  of  the 
toothbrush  followed  by  the  most  important  of  all  though  perhaps  not  generally  realised,  a  thorough 
rinsing  away  of  all  food  particles  with  water.  If  no  basin  is  available  to  rinse  out  with  water:-  the 
water  should  be  swished  around  the  mouth  several  times  and  swallowed.  A  good  dental  health 
sloqan  is  "Swish  and  Swallow".  Perhaps  School  Meals,  instead  of  ending  with  a  very  sweet  desert 
could  be  concluded  with  a  slice  of  apple  or  raw  carrot  followed  by  rinsing  out  of  the  mouth  with 

a  glass  of  water. 


Objectives  Mainly,  we  hope  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  dental  diseases  by 

(1 )  Tooth  Consciousness  and  appreciation  of  the  part  that  dental  health  plays  in  general 
health  and  appearance,  and 

(2)  By  initiating  sound  methods  of  oral  hygiene  including  proper  diet  and 

(3)  By  ensuring  that  the  available  dental  services  are  used  to  the  best  advantage 

(4)  By  prevention  of  dental  decay  in  the  not  too  distant  future  using  fissure  sealants  and 
topical  applications  of  fluoride  gels  or  fluoridation  of  local  water  supplies.

PART  TIME  EMPLOYMENT  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

A  local  Education  Authority  has  power,  under  Section  59  of  the  Education  Act,  1944  to  prohibit  or  restrict 
the  employment  of  a  school  child  if  it  is  considered  that  such  employment  would  be  prejudicial  to  his 
health  or  would  otherwise  render  him  unfit  to  derive  full  benefit  from  his  education. 

During  1972  192  certificates  of  fitness  for  employment  were  issued. 

There  was  no  child  considered  unfit  for  employment. 

One  child  was  examined  and  considered  fit  to  be  employed  in  entertainments  during  the  year. 
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POOLE  CHILD  AND  FAMILY  GUIDANCE  CLINIC 


ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1972 

There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  children  seen  during  1972. 
This  has  been  possible  as  there  are  now  seven  sessions  weekly  at  the  Child  and  Family 
Guidance  Clinic.  With  Dr.  Warrick's  appointment  in  June  and  the  re-arrangement  of 
areas,  Dr.  Zinna  no  longer  has  sessions  in  Poole;  at  present  I  do  four  sessions  weekly 
and  Dr.  Warrick  three. 

Over  half  the  children  seen  can  be  helped  in  one  or  two  sessions;  sometimes  by 
advice  and  discussion,  either  directly  with  the  child,  or  with  parents  or  the  family 
doctor,  school  etc.  However,  rather  more  than  one  in  six  children  require  intensive 
treatment  by  means  of  regular  psychotherapy  over  a  period.  This  is  quite  an 
increase  over  the  number  requiring  intensive  treatment  last  year:  it  is  a  time- 
consuming  process,  and  it  is  becoming  difficult  to  give  some  of  these  children  all  the 
time  they  need. 

Similarly,  many  of  the  parents  of  disturbed  children,  particularly  the  pre-school 
children,  need  a  great  deal  of  support  from  the  Psychiatric  Social  Workers.  This 
frequently  has  to  be  given  by  means  of  home  visits  because  of  the  difficulties  of 
mothers  with  young  children  bringing  them  all  to  the  Clinic,  and  also  because  it 
gives  a  far  more  realistic  picture  of  the  difficulties  with  which  some  of  these  mothers 
have  to  contend. 

The  Greenways  Remedial  Unit  continues  to  fulfil  an  essential  role,  both  for  school 
children  and  for  some  pre-school  children.  Some  children  attending  there  are  unable 
to  attend  any  of  the  local  schools,  and  would  benefit  from  full-time  educational 
provision  at  Greenways.  Even  with  some  children  only  attending  the  unit  for  two 
sessions  weekly,  it  is  extremely  rare  for  there  to  be  no  children  awaiting  admission. 

The  pattern  of  referral  to  the  Clinic  has  remained  much  the  same  over  the  year, 
apart  from  an  increased  number  of  children  referred  with  behavioural  problems. 
Coupled  with  this  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  secondary  school  children 
referred  to  the  Clinic,  and  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  pre-school  children. 
These  older  disturbed  children  frequently  present  combined  social  and  educational 
problems,  and  are  difficult  to  help  whilst  remaining  in  the  ordinary  school  situation, 
and  at  home.  Close  co-operation  with  schools,  Social  Services  Department,  and 
where  necessary.  Probation  Officers,  is  required.  It  is  planned  to  hold  regular 
conferences  for  the  Social  Services  Department  in  Poole  starting  in  1973.

POOLE  SPEECH  THERAPY  CLINIC 


ANNUAL  REPORT  1972 

During  1972  full  clinic  sessions  were  held  at  the  Central,  Branksome,  Hamworthy  and 
Hillbourne  Clinics.  Part  of  the  Hamworthy  sessions  have  continued  to  be  held  at  Turlin 
Moor  School,  to  help  the  children  and  parents  in  the  area  who  find  it  difficult  to  attend 
at  Hamworthy  clinic.  For  several  years  now,  Turlin  Moor  School  has  consistently  had 
the  highest  number  of  children  referred  for  speech  therapy  from  any  one  school. 
Monthly  visits  to  assess,  advise  and  when  possible,  treat  children  at  Montacute  School 
have  continued  as  before.  The  same  arrangement  hus  also  been  made  with  Winchelsea 
School  which  opened  in  1972.  In  order  to  make  enough  time  available  regular  clinic 
sessions  have  had  to  be  cancelled  when  necessary. 

As  before,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  see  that  treat  a  limited  number  of  children 
with  moderate  to  severe  speech  defects,  in  school,  when  the  parents  concerned  have 
not  been  willing  to  attend  with  the  child  at  one  of  the  clinics.  In  every  case  the 
Head  Teachers  have  been  most  helpful.  Although  this  arrangement  is  not  ideal,  due 
principally  to  the  impossibility  of  seeing  these  children  weekly,  they  would  otherwise 
have  no  treatment  at  all.  Such  school  visits  are  generally  short  and  are  not  allowed  to 
disrupt  the  normal  clinic  sessions. 

The  increased  amount  of  travelling  now  needed  to  visit  clinics,  schools  and  homes  in 
the  Borough  has  only  been  practicable  by  the  continued  allocation  of  a  county  fleet 
car. 

One  child  has  continued  to  attend  the  Central  Clinic  under  supervision  from  the 
Victoria  Home  for  Crippled  Children. 

It  is  hoped  to  carry  out  another  school  survey  in  all  the  schools  during  1973  comparable 
to  that  which  was  carried  out  in  1969.  It  should  then  be  possible  to  compare  the 
results  of  the  two  surveys. 

With  the  publication  of  the  long-awaited  Report  on  Speech  Therapy  Services  which 
was  asked  for  by  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science  in  1969  and  their 
recommendation  that  there  should  be  one  full  time  Speech  Therapist  per  5,000  school 
population,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  to  increase  the  establishment 
of  Speech  Therapists  in  Poole  from  one  to  3M>  (school  population  —  17,700). 

In  the  clinics,  263  patients  have  been  treated.  These  are  made  up  of  those  still  under 
treatment  at  the  end  of  1971  (191 )  and  an  additional  72  cases,  who  were  referred  by 
School  Medical  Officers,  family  doctors,  consultants  and  head  teachers.  During  the  year 
81  children  were  discharged.  Parental  co-operation  and  attendance  has,  with  a  few 
exceptions  been  satisfactory  with  only  a  moderate  drop  in  attendance  during  school 
holidays.  The  rather  high  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  (41 )  was  partly  due  to 
the  therapist  being  absent  on  sick  leave  for  6  weeks  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  before  the  majority  of  children  attending  for  speech  therapy  have  been  between 
4-7  years  of  age,  although  the  total  age  group  has  been  from  2y2-18  years  of  age.  At  the 
end  of  1972  the  case  load  was  182  of  which  approximately  two  thirds  were  boys  (127 
boys,  55  girls). 

The  predominant  speech  difficulties  amongst  the  children  referred  to  the  clinics  have 
continued  to  be  various  problems  of  articulation  and  associated  developmental  language 
difficulties  and  some  non-fluency  problems.  The  more  severe  post-operative  cleft  palate 
cases  contine  to  be  referred  from  the  Plastic  and  Oral  Surgery  Unit  at  Odstock  Hospital. 
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Throughout  the  year  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  members  of  staff  has  been  much 
appreciated.

The  tuberculin  testing,  by  the  Heaf  Test,  of  children  on  their  entry  to  school  was  continued 
during  the  year.  This  test  is  incorporated  with  the  routine  medical  examination  of  the  five  year 
old  pupils,  parental  consent  being  obtained  prior  to  the  application  of  the  test. 

The  Chest  Physician  is  most  co-operative  and  investigates  all  positive  reactors,  with  their  contacts 
where  considered  advisable  in  an  endeavour  to  discover  the  probable  source  of  infection. 

The  Health  Visitor,  after  visiting  the  homes  of  all  children  showing  a  Grade  3  or  4  positive 
reaction,  completes  a  domiciliary  report  giving  the  names  of  all  contacts,  a  copy  of  this  report 
being  sent  to  the  Chest  Physician  for  action.

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 

The  Council  does  not  employ  any  staff  to  deal  with  the  special  problem  of  the  unmarried 
mother  and  her  child  but  Welfare  Workers  employed  by  the  Salisbury  Diocesan  Association  for 
Moral  Welfare  carried  out  their  duties  in  close  co-operation  with  the  officials  of  the  Health 
Department.  For  this  service  an  annual  grant  was  made  to  the  Association  until  its  work  was 
discontinued  at  the  end  of  June  1972.  The  service  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  Director  of 
Social  Services  for  Dorset  County  Council. 
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During  1972  there  were  no  cases  for  which  this  authority  accepted  financial  responsibility. 
Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits 

These  are  available  free  of  charge  for  all  domiciliary  confinements  and  the  contents  of  the 
maternity  outfits  conform  to  the  requirements  laid  down  by  the  Department  of  Health. 

Notification  of  Births 

The  Public  Health  (Notification  of  Births)  Act,  1965,  came  into  operation  on  5th  September, 
1965.  An  additional  duty  was  imposed  on  district  councils  (such  as  Poole)  exercising  delegated 
health  and  welfare  functions.  Notifications  of  births  are  now  made  directly  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  that  authority  instead  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.

Child  Health  Clinics 

Details  of  the  premises  and  times  of  opening  are  shown  on  pages  9  and  10  of  this  report. 

Children  seen  at  Child  Health  Clinics  who  are  considered  to  require  specialist  advice  are  sent 
to  the  family  doctor,  who  in  turn  may  refer  them  to  Consultant  Paediatricians  employed  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Failing  this  the  consent  of  the  General  Practitioner  is  obtained 
before  referring  the  child  directly  for  specialist  opinion.  The  clinical  work  of  the  centres  is 
purely  preventive  in  character  and  aims  at  early  detection  of  congenital  and  acquired  defects 
and  diseases  with  the  object  of  referring  such  cases  to  the  family  doctor,  for  his  attention.  Each 
Child  Health  Clinic  is  attended  by  a  medical  officer,  and  infants  are  examined  at  the  first 
attendance  and  thereafter  as  required,  any  showing  signs  of  deviation  from  normal  health 
being  referred  to  the  family  doctor. 

The  Child  Health  Clinic  held  at  Broadstone  was  closed  at  the  end  of  the  year  because  of  the 
low  attendance  rate  and  the  clinic  held  at  Turlin  Moor  was  closed  on  1st  November,  1971, 
partially  due  to  the  shortage  of  health  visiting  staff  and  to  the  poor  attendance  rate.

Dental  Care 

The  details  regarding  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under 
five  years  of  age  are  shown  in  the  tables  which  follow.  The  general  arrangements  are  unchanged,  the 
mechanical  work  in  connection  with  dentures  being  done  by  a  dental  technician. 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  are  able  to  obtain  dentures  through  the  general  dental  service  without 
payment,  whereas  hitherto  this  could  only  be  done  through  the  local  authority  service.  This 
arrangement  is  an  advantage  to  many  mothers  as  their  treatment  can  be  continued  by  their  usual 
dental  practitioners.

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Family  Planning 

With  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act,  1967,  the  existing 
power  of  local  authorities  is  extended.  The  Act  confers  on  local  health  authorities  a  general 
power,  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health  (and  when  the  Minister  directs,  imposes  a 
duty  on  them)  to  make  arrangements  for  the  giving  of  advice  on  contraception,  the  medical 
examination  of  persons  seeking  iuch  advice  and  the  supply  of  contraceptive  substances  and 
appliances.  The  Act  extended  the  existing  powers  of  local  health  authorities  to  enable  them 
to  provide  advice  on  contraceptives  and  supplies  for  any  persons  who  need  them  on  social 
grounds  and  not  (as  hitherto)  only  in  medical  cases  and  the  authority  is  empowered  to  recover 
such  charges  as  are  considered  reasonable  having  regard  to  the  means  of  the  recipient.

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Children  "At  Risk" 


The  number  of  children  on  the  "At  Risk"  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  993. 

Incidence  of  Congenital  Malformation  (Circular  C.M.O.  13/63) 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  collect  the  information  required. 

During  1972  39  such  abnormalities  were  noted  on  the  birth  notification  cards,  4  of  which 
were  in  respect  of  domiciliary  confinements. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 

(i)  National  Dried  Milk 

From  the  4th  April,  1971 ,  only  expectant  mothers  and  children  under  school  age  in 
low  income  families  were  entitled  to  seven  pints  of  liquid  milk  or  one  pack  of  National 
Dried  Milk  free  of  charge  per  week.  National  Dried  Milk  may  still  be  purchased 
at  the  full  cost  of  20p  per  pack.  1,344  packs  were  issued  during  1972;  128  packs 
free  of  charge  and  1 ,21 6  at  20p  per  pack. 

(ii)  Vitamin  Drops 

A  new  preparation  containing  vitamins  A,  D  and  C  was  introduced  for  children 
from  4th  April,  1971. 4,650  bottles  were  issued  during  1972;  531  bottles  free  of 
charge  and  4,1 19  at  5p  per  bottle. 

(iii)  Vitamin  Tablets 

A  new  preparation  containing  vitamins  A,  D  and  C  was  introduced  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  from  1st  January,  1972.  596  packets  were  issued  during  1972; 

29  packets  free  of  charge  and  567  at  6p  per  packet. 
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MIDWIFERY 


(Section  23) 

Medical  supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  non-medical 
supervision  by  the  Borough  Nursing  Officer. 

Refresher  Courses 

The  Central  Midwives  Board  require  all  practising  midwives  to  undertake  a  course  of 
post-graduate  training  once  in  every  five  years  and  arrangements  are  made  to  meet  this 
requirement.  During  1972  two  midwives  attended  refresher  courses.

Home  deliveries  continue  to  be  on  the  decline  and  we  have  come  to  accept  this  now. 
Probably  in  the  future  all  confinements  will  take  place  in  hospital  and  mother  and 
baby  will  be  discharged  home  very  early.  State  Certified  Midwives  will  still  be  required 
for  the  post  partum  work,  and  under  present  regulations  the  attention  of  the  midwife 
is  required  up  to  and  including  the  tenth  day. 

Training 

We  continue  to  teach  Pupil  midwives  and  the  Integrated  Course  of  training  is  proving 
to  be  of  added  interest  to  both  teacher  and  pupil. 

During  1972  13  Pupil  Midwives  completed  their  district  training. 

Obstetric  Nurse  Training 

Domiciliary  midwives  participate  in  this  training  and  from  time  to  time  students  from 
the  local  hospital  spend  a  day  on  the  district  with  a  midwife. 

Mothercraft  Teaching  and  Relaxation 

We  continue  with  our  teaching  programme  but  at  two  centres  only  since  the  closing 
of  the  classes  at  Hillbourne  at  the  end  of  July  1972.  Attendances  are  fewer  due  to  more 
hospital  deliveries. 

One  Midwife  is  partially  attached  to  a  group  practice  and  she  holds  her  own  class  on 
surgery  premises.  This  is  well  attended. 

Guthrie  Test 

Upon  receipt  of  circular  15/69  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  it  was  resolved  to  defer  the  introduction  of  the 
Guthrie  Blood  Test  method  of  screening  for  phenylketonuria. 

In  August  1972  the  existing  Phenistix  method  of  screening  was  discontinued  in  favour 
of  the  Guthrie  Test.  This  test  is  carried  out  on  the  seventh  day  for  all  new  born  babies.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


(Section  24) 


We  have  an  establishment  of  twenty  one  Health  Visitors  and  at  the  end  of  1972,  we  employed 
seventeen  full  time  Health  Visitors  and  two  part  time  Health  Visitors.  Two  of  the  established 
posts  are  occupied  by  two  siudent  Health  Visitors  both  of  whom  are  at  the  College  of  Technology, 
Reading.  At  the  end  of  the  academic  year,  the  students  will  return  to  Poole  for  a  ten  week  period 
of  supervised  work  before  they  are  granted  their  Health  Visitors  certificate  if  they  pass  a 
written  examination. 

It  is  hoped  that  Poole  will  be  able  to  continue  to  train  its  own  Health  Visitors  in  future.  There 
is  a  national  shortage  and  repeated  advertisements  in  the  nursing  journals  during  the  year  1972 
proved  unproductive. 

It  is  difficult  to  cover  all  areas  adequately  and  Health  Visitors  are  more  than  fully  occupied. 

Work  coverage  during  periods  of  annual  leave  and  absences  due  to  sickness  is  very  minimal. 

All  Health  Visitors,  with  the  exception  of  one  Liaison  Health  Visitor,  are  also  employed  as 
School  Nurses  spending  an  average  of  three  sessions  a  week  on  these  duties. 

Group  Attachment 

By  the  end  of  the  year  all  the  Health  Visitors  were  attached  to  group  practices  with  the  exception 
of  one  Liaison  Health  Visitor. 

Routine  Visiting 

A  record  card  is  prepared  for  each  District  Health  Visitor  following  the  notification  of  each 
birth  so  that  she  may  commence  visiting  at  the  appropriate  time  to  give  advice  on  general 
management  and  health  matters.  Excellent  co-operation  exists  with  the  hospital  authority 
and  prompt  notification  regarding  essential  details  is  received  in  time  for  the  first  visit. 

Following  the  first  visit,  circumstances  determine  the  frequency  of  follow  up.  As  in  previous 
years  more  time  is  being  given  to  needy  families  and  aged  persons.  Domiciliary  visiting  of  the 
tuberculous  is  carried  out  by  the  Liaison  Health  Visitor  for  this  service. 

Phenylketonuria 

Health  Visitors  performed  routine  tests  on  infants  at  the  age  of  six  weeks,  until  the  introduction 
of  Guthrie  Testing  in  August  1972,  which  is  performed  by  midwives. 

Screening  Tests  of  Hearing 

Screening  Tests  of  Hearing  are  performed  by  the  Health  Visitor  on  every  child  at  about  the  age 
of  six  months.  Children  who  fail  to  pass  the  test  are  referred  for  medical  opinion. 

Care  of  the  Elderly 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  over  23,000  persons  over  the  age  of  65  residing  in  the  Borough 
resulting  in  heavy  pressure  upon  the  Hospital,  Local  Authority  and  Voluntary  services.  Elderly 
persons  are  given  every  encouragement  and  help  to  live  a  happy  and  independent  life  within 
their  own  home,  or,  if  necessary,  in  special  dwellings  with  warden  service.  When  required, 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  provision  of  chiropody,  Home  nursing  (see  details  under  respective 
headings)  and  the  loan  of  medical  aids  when  these  are  not  provided  through  the  National  Health 
Service. 

There  is  close  liaison  with  the  Geriatric  Consultant  at  Poole  General  Hospital.  Although  further 
beds  have  been  made  available  during  the  year,  the  demand  for  hospital  admission  is  excessively 
heavy. 
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Surveys 

In  addition  to  their  routine  duties,  Health  Visitors  play  a  valuable  part  in  various  national  and 
local  surveys  that  are  undertaken  from  time  to  time  on  problems  of  socio-medical  import. 
These  services,  as  well  as  contributing  to  medical  knowledge,  given  an  added  interest  to  their 
work. 

Attendance  at  Clinics 

The  Health  Visitor  is  responsible  for  the  Child  Health  centres  in  her  area  and  attends  all 
sessions  as  part  of  her  duties.  Advice  is  given  on  the  various  problems  raised  by  mothers  and 
when  necessary  consultations  with  the  clinic  medical  officers  are  arranged.  Most  of  the  children 
are  immunised  or  vaccinated  at  the  child  health  centres  and  when  possible  booster  doses  are 
given  before  the  child  reaches  school  age.  Health  education  is  a  prominent  function  of  the 
centre  and  in  this  the  Health  Visitor  plays  a  major  role. 

Training  of  Student  Nurses 

Health  Visitors  together  with  District  Nurses  and  Social  Welfare  Officers  assist  with  the 
training  of  student  nurses  in  the  social  aspects  of  disease.  Students  from  Poole  General  Hospital 
accompany  these  officers  for  home  visits,  visits  to  schools,  day  nurseries  and  play  groups. 

Facilities  for  Refresher  Courses 

All  Health  Visitors  attend  a  post-registration  course  of  study  once  in  five  years.  During  1972 
two  Health  Visitors  attended  a  Refresher  Course.

HOME  NURSING 


(Section  25) 


Administrative  Arrangements 

In  Poole  the  establishment  of  District  Nurses  is  24  plus  8  Nursing  Assistants.  Each  is  mobile 
either  by  providing  her  own  car  and  paid  a  car  allowance,  or  alternatively,  by  use  of  a  fleet 
vehicle.  Two  male  Queen's  District  Nurses  attend  to  male  patients  in  appropriate  cases. 

District  Nursing 

There  are  no  vacancies  in  the  District  Nursing  Service  and  all  those  employed  are  in  the  younger 
age  group. 

Nine  nurses  possess  the  Certificate  of  District  Nursing  and  they  include  the  Borough  Nursing 
Officer  and  her  assistant.  This  is  an  increase  during  the  year  of  two. 

Two  District  Nurses  completed  two  years  full  time  district  work  and  were  seconded  for  a 
twelve  week  period  of  training.  One  District  Nurse  is  attending  the  Course  in  Exeter  which 
began  in  June  1972. 

State  Enrolled  Integrated  Training 

For  the  time  being  the  training  of  State  Enrolled  Nurses  in  conjunction  with  Poole  General 
Hospital  is  in  abeyance. 

Co-operation  with  General  Practitioners 

The  district  nurses  continue  to  work  under  the  instructions  of  the  family  doctor. 

Patients  are  prepared  for  diagnostic  X-ray  examination  on  request  from  Poole  General  Hospital 
and  patients  are  nursed  at  home  following  discharge  from  hospital. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  the  summary  below  that  most  of  her  work  is  caring  for  the  elderly  who  are 
ill  in  their  own  homes. 

There  is  very  good  liaison  between  the  district  nurses  and  the  Health  Visitors  having  special 
responsibility  for  the  aged,  the  infirm  and  the  handicapped. 

Group  Attachments 

Attachment  of  District  Nurses  is  not  as  yet  practical  owing  to  the  relatively  small  number  available. 
By  controlling  the  deployment  centrally  a  much  more  efficient  and  economical  distribution  can 
be  achieved. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

Discharge  notices  of  patients  requiring  treatment  at  home  which  were  previously  sent  by  the 
Medical  Social  Worker  are  now  sent  by  the  departmental  Sisters  of  the  respective  wards.  This  new 
arrangement  is  working  very  well  and  ensures  continuity  of  treatment. 

Refresher  Courses 

District  Nurses  attend  refresher  courses  arranged  by  the  Queen's  Institute  of  District  Nursing. 
During  1972  two  District  Nurses  attended  a  refresher  course. 

Several  Nursing  Officers  from  Poole  General  Hospital  spent  some  time  on  the  districts  and  in  the 
community  gaining  an  insight  into  the  role  of  District  Nursing  staff.  These  arrangements  were 
reciprocal.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


With  the  absence  from  the  establishment  of  a  Health  Education  Officer,  every  effort  is  made, 
within  the  limits  of  the  staff  available,  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  Health  Education  in  the 
form  of  lectures,  displays,  films,  posters  and  the  distribution  of  literature. 

PREVENT iON  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

(Section  12  Health  Services  and  Public  Health 
Act)  (Formerly  Section  28  N.H.S.  Act) 

This  section  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  gives  a  wide  scope  to  local  health 
authorities  for  implementing  schemes  for  the  prevention  of  illness  and  for  the  after-care  of 
patients  generally. 

Care  of  the  Elderly  —  See  section  under  Health  Visiting 
Tuberculosis 

A  full-time  Liaison  Health  Visitor  is  employed  in  duties  associated  with  the  Chest  Clinic.  Her 
function  is  to  co-ordinate  the  clinical  and  domiciliary  care  of  patients,  when  requested  by  the 
Consultant  Chest  Physician.  Arrangements  are  made  for  issuing  free  milk  grants  to  necessitous 
cases.  One  sleeping  shelter  is  available  for  issue  when  required  to  domiciliary  cases.  To  meet  the 
needs  of  Tuberculous  patients,  assistance  is  received  when  necessary  from  a  number  of  local 
voluntary  organisations. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Tuberculosis  Contacts 

In  this  scheme  the  contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  are  given  a  preliminary  skin 
test  by  the  Chest  Physician,  and  vaccinated  where  necessary. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  for  protecting  children  reaching  the  age  of  thirteen  years 
has  continued  and  all  private  and  public  schools  are  included  in  the  scheme  as  well  as  those 
under  the  control  of  the  local  Education  Authority.  Statistics  relating  to  this  are  to  be  found 
on  page  78. 

Exfoliative  Cytology 

In  conjunction  with  the  Pathological  Department  of  Poole  General  Hospital  this  service  was 
started  in  March,  1966  for  the  examination  of  cervical  smears.  Sessions  are  held  at  four  of  our 
clinics  jointly  with  Family  Planning  and  the  waiting  period  for  patients  is  kept  at  an  absolute 
minimum. 


Record  Sessions  and  Attendances  —  1972 

On  the  1st  January  1972  a  National  Recall  Scheme  was  introduced  with  the  liaison  of  Hospital 
Services  and  the  Executive  Council.  All  women  who  have  previously  had  a  cervical  smear  test 
and  have  reached  the  age  of  35  years  are  recalled  for  a  routine  retest.

After-Care 


In  exercising  their  functions  under  this  Section  the  Poole  Corporation  follow  the  agency  arrange¬ 
ment  made  by  the  Dorset  County  Council  who  utilise  the  services  of  the  Dorset  Branch  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society.  Arrangements  are  made  to  provide  care  and  after-care  services  to 
patients  discharged  from  hospital  or  homebound  invalids,  including  the  aged  and  chronic  sick. 

Liaison  with  Children's  Unit,  Christchurch  Hospital 

Friendly  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Paediatrician  and  Ward  Staff.  It  has  been  possible 
to  pass  on  earliest  information  to  area  Health  Visitors  and  to  reciprocate  with  details  relating 
to  the  social  background  of  child  patients.  Information  relating  to  recently  discharged  patients 
has  been  passed  on  promptly  for  follow-up  visiting. 

Chiropody 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  heavy  demand  for  the  chiropody  service  which  is  provided  by 
the  Dorset  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  with  the  help  of  substantial  financial  grants 
from  the  County  Council.  Local  chiropodists  are  engaged  by  the  Society  and  sessions  are  held 
at  the  Central,  Oakdale,  Branksome  and  Hamworthy  Clinics.  Patients  are  seen  by  appointment 
and  a  nominal  charge  of  15p  is  made  towards  the  cost  of  the  chiropodists'  fee  dressings  and 
drugs.  Ambulance  Service  transport  is  arranged  when  necessary.  Priority  is  given  to  elderly  and 
physically  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers.  During  the  year  796  sessions  were  held, 
the  total  attendance  was  6816  and  26  domiciliary  visits  were  made.  The  number  of  persons 
receiving  treatment  was  1816. 

Incontinence  Pads 

No  major  scheme  for  the  supply  of  incontinence  pads  has  been  put  into  operation.  Pads  have 
been  supplied  in  selected  cases,  and  the  Health  Committee  has  approved  a  pilot  scheme  for  the 
supply  of  pads  to  cases  receiving  supplementary  allowance  without  the  necessity  of  making  a 
charge.  In  other  appropriate  cases  pads  have  been  supplied  through  charitable  funds,  such  as  the 
Marie  Curie  Foundation. 

Members  of  the  nursing  staff  have  direct  access  to  the  furnaces  at  the  Corporation  Refuse 
Disposal  Works.  The  mobile  Public  Health  Inspectors'  Assistants  employed  in  the  department 
have  assisted  in  the  collection  and  destruction  of  soiled  pads  and  dressings  where  no  other 
arrangement  has  been  possible. 

In  Poole  there  is  a  foul  laundry  service  with  loan  bed  linen  facilities  using  a  commercial  laundry 
whose  vehicles  operate  throughout  the  Borough.  This  service  is  operated  under  Section  29  of 
the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1946,  and  as  a  consequence  no  further  charge  is  required  if  the 
patient  is  already  receiving  the  services  of  a  Home  Help.  The  foul  laundry  service  operates  at 
the  request  of  the  District  Nurses  or  General  Practitioners. 
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
